METHODOLOGY AND SOURCES 


Corporations and financial institutions sub- 
mit financial data directly to Statistics Canada 
on a quarterly basis. While it may be desirable to 
obtain returns from every firm operating in Canada, 
the cost and resources involved in compiling, col- 
lecting, analysing and aggregating such a mass of 
statistics dictates the utilization of sampling and 
statistical techniques, particularly in industry 
groups comprising numerous small firms. 


All large corporations are required to submit 
a return each quarter. For the balance of the 
companies, sampling techniques are utilized. 
The present sample is stratified into four size 
eroups. The greater the total assets of a firm the 
larger the percentage of firms that are required to 
submit returns in that size strata. Conversely, 
the smaller the total assets, the smaller the 
percentage of firms required in the sample. 


In most industry groups, each category in the 
balance sheet, revenue, expense and retained 
earnings statements are linked by size strata and 
by industry group directly to annual national 
revenue tabulations which covers all corporations 
in Canada submitting income tax returns. Quarterly 
sampling data by size strata and by industry group 
are then blown up to universe proportions, category 
by category on the basis of each category’s 
relationship in the sample to the universe data. 
The resultant estimates for each category are 
revised (rebased) annually on the basis of the more 
current year national revenue tabulations. 


National revenue universe base data are 
adjusted quarter by quarter to reflect the structure 
of the industry as it is made up in the quarter 
under consideration. This involves adjustments 
for reclassification of companies into or out of 
the industry group, mergers, spin-offs, consoli- 
dations, deconsolidation, etc. 


In some industry groups, national revenue 
tabulations do not represent the entire industry. 
In such cases, a universe must be developed in 
order to have a universe base for the quarterly 
series. An example of this would be the local 
credit union series. For this series an annual 
census is conducted by officials of the depart- 
ment responsible for the regulations of credit 
unions in each province. Once these data are 
collected and compiled, each provincial depart- 
ment forwards the data on a national standardized 
form to Statistics Canada for further analysis and 
publication of an annual national report on credit 
unions in Canada. The quarterly data is tied to 
these annual series and then blown-up on the 
basis of the quarterly base period figures to the 
universe base figures. 
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METHODOLOGIE ET SOURCES

The data for the ‘‘Movement of Funds’’ 
statement are calculated from balance sheets and 
income statements which are reported quarterly to 
Statistics Canada. Every attempt is made to de- 
termine true flows from the information collected 
but total sources of funds and total applications 
of funds are not published as such on a quarterly 
basis as this would require a duplication of almost 
every category in the ‘‘Movement of Funds’’ state- 
ment. As a reSult, the decision was made to dis- 
tinguish the most common sources and applica- 
tions and maintain this segregation quarter by 

quarter. Users of this data who wish to utilize 
total sources and applications of funds may do so 
by rearranging this table. Total sources of funds 
may be obtained by picking up all positive items 
in the ‘‘Source’’ section and all negative items in 
the ‘‘Application’’ section. Total application of 
funds would consist of all positive items in the 
Application’? and all negative in the ‘‘Source’’ 
sections. 


| NATIONAL ACCOUNTING 
| RECONCILIATION 


Under present methods of national accounting, 
the operating results of all corporations within 
the nation are summarized. Due to conceptual 
differences between national accounting and 
business accounting, particularly in the area of 
‘non-cash outlays, the respective profits do not 
idirectly conform. To reconcile these two profit 
concepts, the following procedures may be utilized:

Definitions of Groups 


Fire and Casualty Insurance Companies 


This group covers fire and casualty insurance 
companies (including Canadian reinsurance com- 
panies) operating in Canada under the Canadian 
and British Companies Act, the Foreign Insurance 
Companies Act, and corresponding provincial 
legislation. Accident and sickness branches of 
life insurance companies are not included nor are 
the numerous but very small local or parish mutual 
companies. 


Trust Companies 


This group includes all companies incor- 
porated under the Trust Companies Act of Canada 
and corresponding provincial acts. 


Balance sheet and income statement data 
includes both company funds  (shareholders’ 
equity) and guaranteed funds (deposits and certi- 
ficates). Estate, trust and agency funds are not 
included. 


Mortgage Companies 


This group consists of all companies incor- 
porated under the Loan Companies Act, savings 
certificate companies and other companies which 
raise funds from the public (either directly or 
through publicly owned parent companies) primarily 
for mortgage lending activities. Privately financed 
mortgage companies are not included in this indus- 
try group.

In most provinces there 
is only one such central body whereas some 
provinces may have as many as 5 or 6, each 
having its own local credit union membership. 
Central Credit Unions generally provide services 


only for the local credit union organization but 
there are also Centrals that deal directly with 


individual credit union members. 


Sales Finance and Consumer Loan Companies 


This group covers firms which are in the 


_ business of financing goods and services purchased 


at the factory, wholesale, or retail levels and of 
lending money to persons on the security of 


promissory notes and chattel mortgages. Included 


in this latter category are the companies operating 


/under the provisions of the Small Loans Act. 
|'Excluded 


from this group are: wholly-owned 
Subsidiaries which have been formed to finance 


“only the goods and services of the parent company; 
companies primarily engaged in lending activities 
to corporations such as factoring companies and 
_holding-management 


companies; and companies 


engaged in financing home improvement purchases. 
This group as herewith defined covers approxi- 
-mately the same firms as those in the ‘Credit 
_Statistics’’ publication. 


Sales finance and consumer loan companies 


'were combined in the one group when it was found 
‘difficult to separate the activities of the two 
groups. Most firms carry out both activities either 
_as divisions or through wholly-owned subsidiaries. 
Where the activities are carried out through wholly- 
owned subsidiaries the parent company generally 
submits a consolidated return. 


Mutual Funds 


This group includes those firms which have 


_their major assets invested in a portfolio of various 
types of securities and in which the public may 
purchase any desired number of shares at a price 
fixed inrelationship to net asset value, and redeem 
any number of shares held at net asset value.

Sociétés de financement des ventes et de préts aux 
consommateurs 


Ce groupe comprend les sociétés qui s’occupent 
du financement des marchandises et des services 
achetés a l’usine, chez les grossistes ou chez les 
détaillants, qui prétent de l’argent a des particuliers 
contre une reconnaissance de dette ou une hypothe- 
que mobiliere. Les sociétés exercant aux termes de 
la Loi sur les petits préts sont incluses dans ce 
groupe. En sont exclues: les filiales en propriété 
exclusive qui ont été formées uniquement pour finan- 
cer les achats de marchandises et le paiement de 
services a la société mére; les sociétés se livrant 
principalement aux préts a des sociétés, comme par 
exemple les sociétés de factorage et de gestion de 
placements, ainsi que les sociétés qui se livrent au 
financement des achats en vue de l’amélioration des 
maisons. Ce groupe, tel qu’il est actuellement défini, 
comprend approximativement les mémes sociétés que 
la publication intitulée ‘‘La statistique du crédit’’. 


En raison de la difficulté de séparer leurs acti- 
vités en deux groupes, on a placé les sociétés de 
financement des ventes et celles de préts aux con- 
sommateurs dans le méme groupe. En effet, la plupart 
se livrent aux deux activités en méme temps, soit 
qu’elles comportent plusieurs divisions, soit par 
l’intermédiaire de filiales en propriété exclusive. 
Dans le cas des filiales en propriété exclusive, la 
société mere n’envoie généralement qu’une seule et 
méme déclaration. 


Fonds mutuels 


Ce groupe comprend les sociétés dont l’essentiel 
de l’actif constitue un portefeuille des différents 
types de valeurs mobiliéres et ou le public peut 
acheter un nombre quelconque d’actions a un prix 
fixé en fonction de la valeur nette au cours et reven- 
dre toute quantité d’actions 4 la valeur nette au cours. 


Because the number of outstanding Shares con- 
stantly changes with purchases and redemptions 
of shares by each individual investor, the com- 
panies in this group are commonly referred to as 
open-end funds. 


Excluded are those funds set up to operate 
pension plans, special non-resident owned funds, 
investment clubs, and other mutual funds the 
shares of which are not available to the general 
public, 


Closed-end Funds 


Closed-end funds have a common feature with 
mutual funds in that their major assets consist of 
investments in securities. Investment policies and 
objectives of many of the closed-end funds are 
also similar to those of the mutual funds, However, 
when an investment corporation exists primarily 
to gain control and provide management it is 
excluded from this group. Because of the various 
degrees between these two objectives —investment 
or control—and also because objectives often 
change, it is difficult to precisely define this 
group. We have, therefore, closely followed the 
group of closed-ends funds listed in the Financial 
Post Survey of Investment Funds. The user of this 
data is cautioned to the fact that reclassification 
into or out of this industry of a few companies 
could change drastically the published figures. 


The main difference between this group and 
the mutual funds is the fact that shares of closed- 
end companies are not redeemable by the company 
at net asset value. Share capital is set up as in 
an ordinary limited corporation. Once the shares 
have been offered to the public, the number of 
outstanding shares remains constant. Shares of 
such corporations may be purchased only from 
existing holders and owners of such shares must 
find a buyer if they wish to sell their shares, 


Investment Dealers 


This group includes firms which act as 
principals in the underwritting and trading of 
securities. Stockbrokers and, where possible, 
the brokerage business of investment dealers are 
excluded. Where investment dealers do not main- 
tain separate accounts for their brokerage business, 


total operations of the firm are included.

Comme le nombre d’actions en circulation change con- 
tinuellement selon les achats et les ventes d’actions 
des clients, les sociétés de ce groupe sont également 
appelées sociétés de placement 4 capital variable. 


Sont exclus de ce groupe les fonds établis en 
vue de l’administration de régimes de pensions, le 
fonds spéciaux des non-résidents, les clubs de 
placement et les autres fonds mutuels dont les 
actions ne sont pas accessibles au grand public. 


Sociétés de placement a capital fixe 


Les sociétés de placement 4 capital fixe ont un 
point commun avec les fonds mutuels en ce que 
l’essentiel de leur actif consiste en valeurs mobi 
liéres. La ligne de conduite en matieére de placement — 
et les buts de nombreuses sociétés de placement a 
capital fixe sont également similaires 4 ceux de 
fonds mutuels. Cependant, les sociétés de placement 
dont le seul but est le contréle financier et la gestion — 
sont comprises dans un autre groupe. Il n’est pas 
facile de définir ce groupe avec précision enraison, 
d’une part, des nuances qui existent entre le simple 
placement et le contrdle financier et d’autre part, des 
changements qui interviennent souvent dans les 
objectifs. En conséquence, nous avons suivi de prés 
la liste des sociétés de placement 4 capital fixe 
donnée dans le relevé des fonds de placement publié 
par le Financial Post. I faut toutefois signaler a ceu 
qui utiliseront ces statistiques que les totaux publiés 
pourraient 6tre radicalement modifiés par la reclassi- 
fication d’un petit nombre de sociétés. 


La principale différence entre ce groupe et celui 
des fonds mutuels est que dans les sociétés de pla- 
cement a capital fixe les actions ne sont pas rache- 
tées a la valeur nette au cours. Une fois les actions 
mises en vente au public, le nombre d’actions en 
circulation reste constant. Les actions de ces so- 
ciétés ne peuvent @tre achetées qu’a un détenteur 
antérieur et les propriétaires d’actions ne peuvent 
les vendre que s’ils trouvent preneur. 


Courtiers de placement 


Ce groupe comprend les sociétés qui jouent le 
role dirigeant lors des transactions de valeurs 
mobilieres. Les agents de change et, dans la mesure 
du possible, les activités de courtage des courtiers 
de placement sont exclus. On a accepté le chiffre 
global de l’ensemble des activités dans les cas ol 
les courtiers de placement ne tiennent pas une 
comptabilité distincte de leurs activités de courtage.

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METHODOLOGY AND SOURCES 


Corporations and financial institutions Sub- 
mit financial data directly to Statistics Canada 
on a quarterly basis. While it may be desirable to 
obtain returns from every firm operating in Canada, 
the cost and resources involved in compiling, col- 
lecting, analysing and aggregating such a mass of 
statistics dictates the utilization of sampling and 
statistical techniques, particularly in industry 
groups comprising numerous small firms. 


All large corporations are required to submit 
a return each quarter. For the balance of the 
companies, sampling techniques are _ utilized. 
The present sample is Stratified into four size 
groups. The greater the total assets of a firm the 
larger the percentage of firms that are required to 
submit returns in that size strata. Conversely, 
the smaller the total assets, the smaller the 
percentage of firms required in the sample. 


In most industry groups, each category in the 
balance sheet, revenue, expense and retained 
earnings statements are linked by size strata and 
by industry group directly to annual national 
revenue tabulations which covers all corporations 
in Canada submitting income tax returns. Quarterly 
sampling data by Size Strata and by industry group 
are then blown up to universe proportions, category 
by category on the basis of each category’s 
relationship in the sample to the universe data. 
The reSultant estimates for each category are 
revised (rebased) annually on the basis of the more 
current year national revenue tabulations. 


National revenue universe base data are 
adjusted quarter by quarter to reflect the structure 
of the industry as it is made up in the quarter 
under consideration. This involves adjustments 
for reclassification of companies into or out of 
the industry group, mergers, spin-offs, consoli- 
dations, deconsolidation, etc. 


In some industry groups, national revenue 
tabulations do not represent the entire industry. 
In such cases, a universe must be developed in 
order to have a universe base for the quarterly 
series. An example of this would be the local 
credit union series. For this series an annual 
census is conducted by officials of the depart- 
ment responsible for the regulations of credit 
unions in each province. Once these data are 
collected and compiled, each provincial depart- 
ment forwards the data on a national standardized 
form to Statistics Canada for further analysis and 
publication of an annual national report on credit 
unions in Canada. The quarterly data is tied to 
these annual series and then blown-up on the 
basis of the quarterly base period figures to the 
universe base figures.

Les sociétés et les institutions financiéres com- 
muniquent 4 Statistique Canada chaque trimestre les 
renseignements concernant leur activités financiéres,

The data for the ‘‘Movement of Funds’’ 
statement are calculated from balance sheets and 
income statements which are reported quarterly to 
Statistics Canada. Every attempt is made to de- 
termine true flows from the information collected 
but total sources of funds and total applications 
‘of funds are not published as such on a quarterly 
basis as this would require a duplication of almost 
every category in the ‘‘Movement of Funds’’ state- 
ment. As a result, the decision was made to dis- 
‘tinguish the most common sources and applica- 
‘tions and maintain this segregation quarter by 
‘quarter. Users of this data who wish to utilize 
total sources and applications of funds may do so 


‘by rearranging this table. Total sources of funds 


may be obtained by picking up all positive items 
iin the ‘‘Source’’ section and all negative items in 
the ‘‘Application’’ section. Total application of 
funds would consist of all positive items in the 
‘“‘Application’’ and all negative in the ‘‘Source’’

Les chiffres donnés sous la rubrique ‘‘Mouve- 
ments de la trésorerie’’ sont calculés a partir des 
bilans et des états des revenus envoyés trimestriel- 
lement a Statistique Canada. On s’efforce dans la 
mesure du possible de déceler les flux réels, a partir 
des renseignements recueillis, mais les totaux quant 
a la provenance et a l’emploi des fonds ne sont pas 
publiés comme tels trimestriellement, car il y aurait 
double emploi avec la rubrique ‘‘Mouvements de la 
trésorerie’’ dans presque toutes les catégories.

Definitions of Groups 


Fire and Casualty Insurance Companies 


This group covers fire and casualty insurance 
companies (including Canadian reinsurance com- 
panies) operating in Canada under the Canadian 
and British Companies Act, the Foreign Insurance 
Companies Act, and corresponding provincial 
legislation. Accident and sickness branches of 
life insurance companies are not included nor are 
the numerous but very small local or parish mutual 
companies. 


Trust Companies 


This group includes all companies incor- 
porated under the Trust Companies Act of Canada 
and corresponding provincial acts. 


Balance sheet and income statement data 
includes both company funds’ (shareholders’ 
equity) and guaranteed funds (deposits and certi- 
ficates). Estate, trust and agency funds are not 
included. 


Mortgage Companies 


This group consists of all companies incor- 
porated under the Loan Companies Act, savings 
certificate companies and other companies which 
raise funds from the public (either directly or 
through publicly owned parent companies) primarily 
for mortgage lending activities. Privately financed 
mortgage companies are not included in this indus- 
try group.

This group consists of leagues and other 
organizations that are organized as a central body 
to perform such Services as accounting, financial,

is only one such central body whereas some 
lprovinces may have aS many as 5 or 6, each 
having its own local credit union membership. 
Central Credit Unions generally provide services 
only for the local credit union organization but 
there are also Centrals that deal directly with 
individual credit union members.

‘Sales Finance and Consumer Loan Companies 


This group covers firms which are in the 
business of financing goods and services purchased 
lat the factory, wholesale, or retail levels and of 
lending money to persons on the security of 
promissory notes and chattel mortgages. Included 
in this latter category are the companies operating 
under the provisions of the Small Loans Act. 
Excluded from this group are: wholly-owned 
subsidiaries which have been formed to finance 
only the goods and services of the parent company; 
companies primarily engaged in lending activities 
to corporations such as factoring companies and 
holding-management companies; and companies 
engaged in financing home improvement purchases. 
‘This group as herewith defined covers approxi- 
mately the same firms as those in the ‘‘Credit 
Statistics’’ publication.

Sales finance and consumer loan companies 
‘were combined in the one group when it was found 
‘difficult to separate the activities of the two 
‘groups. Most firms carry out both activities either 
as divisions or through wholly-owned subsidiaries. 
Where the activities are carried out through wholly- 
owned subsidiaries the parent company generally 
Submits a consolidated return. 


‘Mutual Funds 


This group includes those firms which have 
their major assets invested in a portfolio of various 
types of securities and in which the public may 
‘purchase any desired number of shares at a price 
fixed inrelationship to net asset value, and redeem 
‘any number of shares held at net asset value.

Caisses locales d’épargne et de crédit 


Ce groupe comprend toutes les caisses d’épar- 
ene et de crédit autorisées par charte provinciale a 
opérer dans leur domaine sur le territoire de la 
province, a l’exception des caisses inactives, dont 
la majorité se sont vu retirer leur charte.

Because the number of outstanding shares con- 
stantly changes with purchases and redemptions 
of shares by each individual investor, the com- 
panies in this group are commonly referred to as 
open-end funds, 


Excluded are those funds set up to operate 
pension plans, special non-resident owned funds, 
investment clubs, and other mutual funds the 
shares of which are not available to the general 
public, 


Closed-end Funds 


Closed-end funds have a common feature with 
mutual funds in that their major assets consist of 
investments in securities. Investment policies and 
objectives of many of the closed-end funds are 
also similar to those of the mutual funds. However, 
when an investment corporation exists primarily 
to gain control and provide management it is 
excluded from this group. Because of the various 
degrees between these two objectives —investment 
or control—and also because objectives often 
change, it is difficult to precisely define this 
group. We have, therefore, closely followed the 
group of closed-ends funds listed in the Financial 
Post Survey of Investment Funds. The user of this 
data is cautioned to the fact that reclassification 
into or out of this industry of a few companies 
could change drastically the published figures. 


The main difference between this group and 
the mutual funds is the fact that shares of closed- 
end companies are not redeemable by the company 
at net asset value. Share capital is set up as in 
an ordinary limited corporation. Once the shares 
have been offered to the public, the number of 
outstanding shares remains constant. Shares of 
such corporations may be purchased only from 
existing holders and owners of such shares must 
find a buyer if they wish to sell their shares. 


Investment Dealers 


This group includes firms which act as 
principals in the underwritting and trading of 
securities, Stockbrokers and, where possible, 
the brokerage business of investment dealers are 
excluded. Whare investment dealers do not main- 
tain separate accounts for their brokerage business, 
total operations of the firm are included.

METHODOLOGY AND SOURCES 


Corporations and financial institutions sub- 
mit financial data directly to Statistics Canada 
on a quarterly basis. While it may be desirable to 
obtain returns from every firm operating in Canada, 
the cost and resources involved in compiling, col- 
lecting, analysing and aggregating such a mass of 
statistics dictates the utilization of sampling and 
statistical techniques, particularly in industry 
groups comprising numerous small firms. 


All large corporations are required to submit 
a return each quarter. For the balance of the 
companies, sampling techniques are utilized. 
The present sample is stratified into four size 
groups. The greater the total assets of a firm the 
larger the percentage of firms that are required to 
submit returns in that size strata. Conversely, 
the smaller the total assets, the smaller the 
percentage of firms required in the sample. 


In most industry groups, each category in the 
balance sheet, revenue, expense and retained 
earnings statements are linked by size strata and 
by industry group directly to annual national 
revenue tabulations which covers all corporations 
in Canada submitting income tax returns. Quarterly 
sampling data by Size strata and by industry group 
are then blown up to universe proportions, category 
by categofy on the basis of each category’s 
relationship in the sample to the universe data. 
The reSultant estimates for each category are 
revised (rebased) annually on the basis of the more 
current year national revenue tabulations. 


National revenue universe base data are 
adjusted quarter by quarter to reflect the structure 
of the industry as it is made up in the quarter 
under consideration. This involves adjustments 
for reclassification of companies into or out of 
the industry group, mergers, spin-offs, consoli- 
dations, deconsolidation, etc. 


In some industry groups, national revenue 
tabulations do not represent the entire industry. 
In Such cases, a universe must be developed in 
order to have a universe base for the quarterly 
series. An example of this would be the local 
credit union series. For this series an annual 
census is conducted by officials of the depart- 
ment responsible for the regulations of credit 
unions in each province. Once these data are 
collected and compiled, each provincial depart- 
ment forwards the data on a national standardized 
form to Statistics Canada for further analysis and 
publication of an annual national report on credit 
unions in Canada. The quarterly data is tied to 
these annual series and then blown-up on the 
basis of the quarterly base period figures to the 
universe base figures.

METHODOLOGIE ET SOURCES 


Les sociétés et les institutions financiéres com- 
muniquent a Statistique Canada chaque trimestre les 
renseignements concernant leur activités financiéres. 
Il serait souhaitable d’obtenir les chiffres de toutes 
les sociétés exercant au Canada; mais le colt ainsi

basis as this would require a duplication of almost 
every category in the ‘‘Movement of Funds’’ state- 
ment. As a result, the decision was made to dis- 
tinguish the most common sources and applica- 
tions and maintain this segregation quarter by 
quarter. Users of this data who wish to utilize 
total sources and applications of funds may do so 
by rearranging this table. Total sources of funds 
may be obtained by picking up all positive items 
in the ‘‘Source’’ Section and all negative items in 
the ‘‘Application’’ section. Total application of 


funds would consist of all positive items in the 


‘‘Application’’ and all negative in the ‘‘Source’’ 
sections.

In most provinces there 
is only one such central body whereaS some 
provinces may have as many as 5 or 6, each 
having its own local credit union membership. 
Central Credit Unions generally provide services 
only for the local credit union organization but 
there are also Centrals that deal directly with 
individual credit union members. 


Sales Finance and Consumer Loan Companies 


This group covers firms which are in the 


_ business of financing goods and services purchased 


at the factory, wholesale, or retail levels and of 
lending money to persons on the security of 
promissory notes and chattel mortgages. Included 


_in this latter category are the companies operating 
‘under the provisions of the Small Loans Act. 


_ Excluded 


from this group are: wholly-owned 


subsidiaries which have been formed to finance 
_ only the goods and services of the parent company; 
companies primarily engaged in lending activities 


, holding-management 


to corporations such as factoring companies and 
companies; and companies 


engaged in financing home improvement purchases. 
This group as herewith defined covers approxi- 


mately the same firms as those in the ‘‘Credit 


Statistics’’ publication. 


Sales finance and consumer loan companies 
were combined in the one group when it was found 
difficult to separate the activities of the two 


_ groups. Most firms carry out both activities either 


aS divisions or through wholly-owned subsidiaries. 
Where the activities are carried out through wholly- 
Owned subsidiaries the parent company generally 
Submits a consolidated return. 


Mutual Funds 


_ This group includes those firms which have 
their major assets invested in a portfolio of various 
types of securities and in which the public may 


purchase any desired number of shares at a price 


fixed in relationship to net asset value, and redeem 
any number of shares held at net asset value.

Excluded are those funds set up to operate 
pension plans, special non-resident owned funds, 
investment clubs, and other mutual funds the 
shares of which are not available to the general 
public, 


Closed-end Funds 


Closed-end funds have a common feature with 
mutual funds in that their major assets consist of 
investments in securities. Investment policies and 
objectives of many of the closed-end funds are 
also similar to those of the mutual funds, However, 
when an investment corporation exists primarily 
to gain control and provide management it is 
excluded from this group. Because of the various 
degrees between these two objectives —investment 
or control—and also because objectives often 
change, it is difficult to precisely define this 
eroup. We have, therefore, closely followed the 
group of closed-ends funds listed in the Financial 
Post Survey of Investment Funds. The user of this 
data is cautioned to the fact that reclassification 
into or out of this industry of a few companies 
could change drastically the published figures. 


The main difference between this group and 
the mutual funds is the fact that shares of closed- 
end companies are not redeemable by the company 
at net asset value. Share capital is set up as in 
an ordinary limited corporation. Once the shares 
have been offered to the public, the number of 
outstanding Shares remains constant. Shares of 
such corporations may be purchased only from 
existing holders and owners of such shares must 
find a buyer if they wish to sell their shares. 


Investment Dealers 


This group includes firms which act as 
principals in the underwritting and trading of 
securities. Stockbrokers and, where possible, 
the brokerage business of investment dealers are 
excluded. Where investment dealers do not main- 
tain separate accounts for their brokerage business, 
total operations of the firm are included.

METHODOLOGY AND SOURCES 


Corporations and financial institutions Sub- 
mit financial data directly to Statistics Canada 
on a quarterly basis. While it may be desirable to 
obtain returns from every firm operating in Canada, 
the cost and resources involved in compiling, col- 
lecting, analysing and aggregating such a mass of 
statistics dictates the utilization of sampling and 
statistical techniques, particularly in industry 
groups comprising numerous small firms. 


All large corporations are required to submit 
a return each quarter. For the balance of the 
companies, sampling techniques are utilized. 
The present sample is stratified into four size 
groups. The greater the total assets of a firm the 
larger the percentage of firms that are required to 
submit returns in that size strata. Conversely, 
the smaller the total assets, the smaller the 
percentage of firms required in the sample. 


In most industry groups, each category in the 
balance sheet, revenue, expense and retained 
earnings statements are linked by size strata and 
by industry group directly to annual national 
revenue tabulations which covers all corporations 
in Canada submitting income tax returns. Quarterly 
sampling data by Size Strata and by industry group 
are then blown up to universe proportions, category 
by category on the basis of each category’s 
relationship in the sample to the universe data. 
The resultant estimates for each category are 
revised (rebased) annually on the basis of the more 
current year national revenue tabulations. 


National revenue universe base data are 
adjusted quarter by quarter to reflect the structure 
of the industry as it is made up in the quarter 
under consideration. This involves adjustments 
for reclassification of companies into or out of 
the industry group, mergers, spin-offs, consoli- 
dations, deconsolidation, etc. 


In some industry groups, national revenue 
tabulations do not represent the entire industry. 
In such cases, a universe must be developed in 
order to have a universe base for the quarterly 
series. An example of this would be the local 
credit union series. For this series an annual 
census is conducted by officials of the depart- 
ment responsible for the regulations of credit 
unions in each province. Once these data are 
collected and compiled, each provincial depart- 
ment forwards the data on a national standardized 
form to Statistics Canada for further analysis and 
publication of an annual national report on credit 
unions in Canada. The quarterly data is tied to 
these annual series and then blown-up on the 
basis of the quarterly base period figures to the 
universe base figures.

Fonds mutuels

Excluded are those funds set up to operate 
pension plans, special non-resident owned funds, 
investment clubs, and other mutual funds the 
shares of which are not available to the general 
public, 


Closed-end Funds 


Closed-end funds have a common feature with 
mutual funds in that their major assets consist of 
investments in securities. Investment policies and 
objectives of many of the closed-end funds are 
also similar to those of the mutual funds, However, 
when an investment corporation exists primarily 
to gain control and provide management it is 
excluded from this group. Because of the various 
degrees between these two objectives —investment 
or control—and also because objectives often 
change, it is difficult to precisely define this 
eroup. We have, therefore, closely followed the 
group of closed-ends funds listed in the Financial 
Post Survey of Investment Funds. The user of this 
data is cautioned to the fact that reclassification 
into or out of this industry of a few companies 
could change drastically the published figures. 


The main difference between this group and 
the mutual funds is the fact that shares of closed- 
end companies are not redeemable by the company 
at net asset value. Share capital is set up as in 
an ordinary limited corporation. Once the shares 
have been offered to the public, the number of 
outstanding shares remains constant. Shares of 
such corporations may be purchased only from 
existing holders and owners of such shares must 
find a buyer if they wish to sell their shares. 


Investment Dealers 


This group includes firms which act as 
principals in the underwritting and trading of 
securities. Stockbrokers and, where possible, 


the brokerage business of investment dealers are 
excluded. Where investment dealers do not main- 
tain Separate accounts for their brokerage business, 
total operations of the firm are included.

The revised questionnaire for Trust Companies 
and Mortgage Companies was introduced in fourth quarter 
1972. As a result, Tables 4 to 13 have been revised 
to reflect more fully the accounts on the revised form. 


The format for the Movement of Funds tables has 
been changed slightly to provide for a clearer ac- 
counting of the internal sources and application of 
funds for the industry and also to reflect the proceeds 
from rather than the cost value of any disposal of 
assets. 


Revised questionnaires have already been intro- 
duced for Sales Finance Companies, Mutual Funds, Closed- 
end Funds, and Investment Dealers. It is our intention 
to revise Tables 16 to 30 in the second quarter 1973 
publication to have each of these tables reflect more 
closely their respective revised form.

METHODOLOGY AND SOURCES 


Corporations and financial institutions sub- 
mit financial data directly to Statistics Canada on 
a quarterly basis. While it may be desirable to 
obtain returns from every firm operating in Canada, 
the cost and resources involved in compiling, 
collecting, analysing and aggregating such a mass of 
statistics dictates the utilization of sampling and 
statistical techniques, particularly in industry 
groups comprising numerous small firms 


All large corporations are required to submit 
a return each quarter. For the balance of the 
companies, sampling techniques are utilized. The 
present sample is stratified into four size groups. 
The greater the total assets of a firm the larger 
the percentage of firms that are required to submit 
returns in that size strata. Conversely, the smaller 
the total assets, the smaller the percentage of firms 
required in the sample. 


In most industry groups, each category in the 
balance sheet, revenue, expense and retained earnings 
statements are linked by size strata and by industry 
group directly to annual national revenue tabulations 
which covers all corporations in Canada submitting 
income tax returns. Quarterly sampling data by 
size strata and by industry group are then blown up 
to universe proportions, category by category on the 
basis of each category's relationship in the sample 
to the universe data. The resultant estimates for 
each category are revised (rebased) annually on the 
basis of the more current year national revenue 
tabulations. 


National revenue universe base data are 
adjusted quarter by quarter to reflect the structure 
of the industry as it is made up in the quarter under 
consideration. This involves adjustments for 
reclassification of companies into or out of the 
industry group, mergers, spin-offs, consolidations, 
deconsolidation, etc. 


In some industry groups, national revenue 
tabulations do not represent the entire industry. In 
such cases, a universe must be developed in order to 
have a universe base for the quarterly series. An 
example of this would be the local credit union 
series. For this series an annual census is conducted 
by officials of the department responsible for the 
regulations of credit unions in each province. Once 
these data are collected and compiled, each provincial 


department forwards the data on a national standardized 


form to Statistics Canada for further analysis and 
publication of an annual national report on credit 
unions in Canada. The quarterly data is tied to these 
annual series and then blown-up on the basis of the 
quarterly base period figures to the universe base 
figures. 


The data for the "Movement of Funds" statement 
are calculated from balance sheets and income state- 
ments which are reported quarterly to Statistics 
Canada. Every attempt is made to determine true 
flows from the information collected but total 
sources of funds and total applications of funds are 
not published as such on a quarterly basis as this 
would require a duplication of almost every category 
in the "Movement of Funds" statement. As a result, 
the decision was made to distinguish the most common 
sources and applications and maintain this segregation 
quarter by quarter. Users of this data who wish to 
utilize total sources and applications of funds may do 
so by rearranging this table. Total sources of funds 
may be obtained by picking up all positive items in 
the "Source" section and all negative items in the 
"Application" section. Total application of funds 


would consist of all positive items in the "Application" 


and all negative in the "Source" sections.

Mortgage Companies 


This group consists of all companies incorporated 
under the Loan Companies Act, savings certificate 
companies and other companies which raise funds from 
the public (either directly or through publicly owned 
parent companies) primarily for mortgage lending 
activities. Privately financed mortgage companies are 
not included in this industry group. 


Local Credit Unions 


This group includes all credit unions chartered 
by provinces to carry on credit union activities with- 
in the respective province except inactive credit 
unions, the majority of which have had their charters 
cancelled. 


Central Credit Unions 


This group consists of leagues and other 
organizations that are organized as a central body to 
perform such services as accounting, financial, credit 
investment, etc., for local credit unions as members 
of the league. In most provinces there is only one 
such central body whereas some provinces may have as 
many as 5 or 6, each having its own local credit union 
membership. Central Credit Unions generally provide 
services only for the local credit union organization 
but there are also Centrals that deal directly with 
individual credit union members. 


Sales Finance and Consumer Loan Companies 


This group covers firms which are in the 
business of financing goods and services purchased 
at the factory, wholesale, or retail levels and of 
lending money to persons on the security of 
promissory notes and chattel mortgages. Included in 
this latter category are the companies operating under 
the provisions of the Small Loans Act. Excluded 
from this group are: wholly-owned subsidiairies 
which have been formed to finance only the goods and 
services of the parent company; companies primarily 
engaged in lending activities to corporations such as 
factoring companies and hold-management companies; and 
companies engaged in financing home improvement 
purchases. This group as herewith defined covers 
approximately the same firms as those in the "'Credit 
Statistics" publication. 


Sales finance and consumer loan companies 
were combined in the one group when it was found 
difficult to separate the activities of the two 
groups. Most firms carry out both activities either 
as divisions or through wholly-owned subsidiaries. 
Where the activities are carried out through wholly-

Closed-end funds have a common feature with 
hutual funds in that their major assets consist of 
nvestments in securities. Investment policies and

tontrol and provide management it is excluded from 
this group. Because of the various degrees between 
these two objectives — investment or control — and 
jlso because objectives often change, it is 

ifficult to precisely define this group. We have, 
herefore, closely followed the group of closed-ends 
unds listed in the Financial Post Survey of 
nvestment Funds. The user of this data is

METHODOLOGY AND SOURCES 


Corporations and financial institutions sub- 
mit financial data directly to Statistics Canada on 
a quarterly basis. While it may be desirable to 
obtain returns from every firm operating in Canada, 
the cost and resources involved in compiling, 
collecting, analysing and aggregating such a mass of 
statistics dictates the utilization of sampling and 
statistical techniques, particularly in industry 
groups comprising numerous small firms 


All large corporations are required to submit 
a return each quarter. For the balance of the 
companies, sampling techniques are utilized. The 
present sample is stratified into four size groups. 
The greater the total assets of a firm the larger 
the percentage of firms that are required to submit 
returns in that size strata. Conversely, the smaller 
the total assets, the smaller the percentage of firms 
required in the sample. 


In most industry groups, each category in the 
balance sheet, revenue, expense and retained earnings 
statements are linked by size strata and by industry 
group directly to annual national revenue tabulations 
which covers all corporations in Canada submitting 
income tax returns. Quarterly sampling data by 
size strata and by industry group are then blown up 
to universe proportions, category by category on the 
basis of each category's relationship in the sample 
to the universe data. The resultant estimates for 
each category are revised (rebased) annually on the 
basis of the more current year national revenue 
tabulations. 


National revenue universe base data are 
adjusted quarter by quarter to reflect the structure 
of the industry as it is made up in the quarter under 
consideration. This involves adjustments for 
reclassification of companies into or out of the 
industry group, mergers, spin-offs, consolidations, 
deconsolidation, etc. 


In some industry groups, national revenue 
tabulations do not represent the entire industry. In 
such cases, a universe must be developed in order to 
have a universe base for the quarterly series. An 
example of this would be the local credit union 
series. For this series an annual census is conducted 
by officials of the department responsible for the 
regulations of credit unions in each province. Once 
these data are collected and compiled, each provincial 
department forwards the data on a national standardized 
form to Statistics Canada for further analysis and 
publication of an annual national report on credit 
unions in Canada. The quarterly data is tied to these 
annual series and then blown-up on the basis of the 
quarterly base period figures to the universe base 
figures. 


The data for the ''Movement of Funds" statement 
are calculated from balance sheets and income state- 
ments which are reported quarterly to Statistics 
Canada. Every attempt is made to determine true 
flows from the information collected but total 
sources of funds and total applications of funds are 
not published as such on a quarterly basis as this 
would require a duplication of almost every category 
in the "Movement of Funds" statement. As a result, 
the decision was made to distinguish the most common 
sources and applications and maintain this segregation 
quarter by quarter. Users of this data who wish to 
utilize total sources and applications of funds may do 
so by rearranging this table. Total sources of funds 
may be obtained by picking up all positive items in 
the "Source" section and all negative items in the 
"Application" section. Total application of funds 
would consist of all positive items in the "Application" 
and all negative in the "Source" sections.

Trust Companies

guaranteed funds (deposits and certificates). Estate, 
trust and agency funds are not included. 


Mortgage Companies 


This group consists of all companies incorporated 
under the Loan Companies Act, savings certificate 
companies and other companies which raise funds from 
the public (either directly or through publicly owned 
parent companies) primarily for mortgage lending 
activities. Privately financed mortgage companies are 
not included in this industry group. 


Local Credit Unions 


This group includes all credit unions chartered 
by provinces to carry on credit union activities with- 
in the respective province except inactive credit 
unions, the majority of which have had their charters 
cancelled. 


Central Credit Unions 


This group consists of leagues and other 
organizations that are organized as a central body to 
perform such services as accounting, financial, credit 
investment, etc., for local credit unions as members 
of the league. In most provinces there is only one 
such central body whereas some provinces may have as 
many as 5 or 6, each having its own local credit union 
membership. Central Credit Unions generally provide 
services only for the local credit union organization 
but there are also Centrals that deal directly with 
individual credit union members. 


Sales Finance and Consumer Loan Companies 


This group covers firms which are in the 
business of financing goods and services purchased 
at the factory, wholesale, or retail levels and of 
lending money to persons on the security of 
promissory notes and chattel mortgages. Included in 
this latter category are the companies operating under 
the provisions of the Small Loans Act. Excluded 
from this group are: wholly-owned subsidiairies 
which have been formed to finance only the goods and 
services of the parent company; companies primarily 
engaged in lending activities to corporations such as 
factoring companies and hold-management companies; and 
companies engaged in financing home improvement 
purchases. This group as herewith defined covers 
approximately the same firms as those in the "Credit 
Statistics" publication. 


Sales finance and consumer loan companies 
were combined in the one group when it was found 
difficult to separate the activities of the two 
groups. Most firms carry out both activities either 
as divisions or through wholly-owned subsidiaries. 
Where the activities are carried out through wholly- 
owned subsidiaries the parent company generally submits 
a consolidated return

Corporations and financial institutions sub- 
mit financial data directly to Statistics Canada on 
a quarterly basis. While it may be desirable to 
obtain returns from every firm operating in Canada, 
the cost and resources involved in compiling, 
collecting, analysing and aggregating such a mass of 
statistics dictates the utilization of sampling and 
statistical techniques, particularly in industry 
groups comprising numerous small firms 


All large corporations are required to submit 
a return each quarter. For the balance of the 
companies, sampling techniques are utilized. The 
present sample is stratified into four size groups. 
The greater the total assets of a firm the larger 
the percentage of firms that are required to submit 
returns in that size strata. Conversely, the smaller 
the total assets, the smaller the percentage of firms 
required in the sample. 


In most industry groups, each category in the 
balance sheet, revenue, expense and retained earnings 
statements are linked by size strata and by industry 
group directly to annual national revenue tabulations 
which covers all corporations in Canada submitting 
income tax returns. Quarterly sampling data by 
size strata and by industry group are then blown up 
to universe proportions, category by category on the 
basis of each category's relationship in the sample 
to the universe data. The resultant estimates for 
each category are revised (rebased) annually on the 
basis of the more current year national revenue 
tabulations. 


National revenue universe base data are 
adjusted quarter by quarter to reflect the structure 
of the industry as it is made up in the quarter under 
consideration. This involves adjustments for 
reclassification of companies into or out of the 
industry group, mergers, spin-offs, consolidations, 
deconsolidation, etc. 


In some industry groups, national revenue 
tabulations do not represent the entire industry. In 
such cases, a universe must be developed in order to 
have a universe base for the quarterly series. An 
example of this would be the local credit union 
series. For this series an annual census is conducted 
by officials of the department responsible for the 
regulations of credit unions in each province. Once 
these data are collected and compiled, each provincial 
department forwards the data on a national standardized 
form to Statistics Canada for further analysis and 
publication of an annual national report on credit 
unions in Canada. The quarterly data is tied to these 
annual series and then blown-up on the basis of the 
quarterly base period figures to the universe base 
figures. 


The data for the "Movement of Funds" statement 
are calculated from balance sheets and income state- 
ments which are reported quarterly to Statistics 
Canada. Every attempt is made to determine true 
flows from the information collected but total 
sources of funds and total applications of funds are 
not published as such on a quarterly basis as this 
would require a duplication of almost every category 
in the "Movement of Funds" statement. As a result, 
the decision was made to distinguish the most common 
sources and applications and maintain this segregation 
quarter by quarter. Users of this data who wish to 
utilize total sources and applications of funds may do 
so by rearranging this table. Total sources of funds 
may be obtained by picking up all positive items in 
the "Source" section and all negative items in the 
"Application" section. Total application of funds 
would consist of all positive items in the "Application" 
and all negative in the "Source" sections.

Définition des groupes 


Sociétés d'assurance-incendie et d'assurances générales 


Ce groupe comprend les sociétés d'assurance-incendie 
et d'assurances générales (y compris les sociétés canadiennes 
de réassurance) exercant au Canada aux termes de la Loi sur 
les compagnies d'assurance canadiennes et britanniques, de la 
Loi sur les compagnies d'assurance étrangéres et des lois 
provinciales correspondantes. Les divisions "accident" et 
"maladie" des sociétés d'assurance-vie en sont exclues, 
ainsi que les nombreuses petites mutuelles locales ou 
paroissiales. 


Trust Companies 


This group includes all companies incorporated 
under the Trust Companies Act of Canada and correspond- 
ing provincial acts. 


Balance sheet and income statement data includes 
both company funds (shareholders! equity) and 
guaranteed funds (deposits and certificates). Estate, 
trust and agency funds are not included. 


Mortgage Companies 


This group consists of all companies incorporated 
under the Loan Companies Act, savings certificate 
companies and other companies which raise funds from 
the public (either directly or through publicly owned 
parent companies) primarily for mortgage lending 
activities. Privately financed mortgage companies are 
not included in this industry group. 


Local Credit Unions 


This group includes all credit unions chartered 
by provinces to carry on credit union activities with- 
in the respective province except inactive credit 
unions, the majority of which have had their charters 
cancelled. 


Central Credit Unions 


This group consists of leagues and other 
organizations that are organized as a central body to 
perform such services as accounting, financial, credit 
investment, etc., for local credit unions as members 
of the league. In most provinces there is only one 
such central body whereas some provinces may have as 
many as 5 or 6, each having its own local credit union 
membership. Central Credit Unions generally provide 
services only for the local credit union organization 
but there are also Centrals that deal directly with 
individual credit union members. 


Sales Finance and Consumer Loan Companies 


This group covers firms which are in the 
business of financing goods and services purchased 
at the factory, wholesale, or retail levels and of 
lending money to persons on the security of 
promissory notes and chattel mortgages. Included in 
this latter category are the companies operating under 
the provisions of the Small Loans Act. Excluded 
from this group are: wholly-owned subsidiairies 
which have been formed to finance only the goods and 
services of the parent company; companies primarily 
engaged in lending activities to corporations such as 
factoring companies and hold-management companies; and 
companies engaged in financing home improvement 
purchases. This group as herewith defined covers 
approximately the same firms as those in the "Credit 
Statistics" publication. 


Sales finance and consumer loan companies 
were combined in the one group when it was found 
difficult to separate the activities of the two 
groups. Most firms carry out both activities either 
as divisions or through wholly-owned subsidiaries. 
Where the activities are carried out through wholly- 


owned subsidiaries the parent company generally submits 
a consolidated return

Mutual Funds 


This group includes those firms which have their 
major assets invested in a portfolio of various types 
of securities and in which the public may purchase 
any desired number of shares at a price fixed in 
relationship to net assets value, and redeem any 
/number of shared held at net asset value. Because the 
number of outstanding shares constantly changes with 
purchases and redemptions of shares by each individual 
investor, the companies in this group are commonly 
referred to as open-end funds. 


Excluded are those funds set up to operate 
pension plants, special non-resident owned funds, 
investment clubs, and other mutual funds the shares 
of which are not available to the general public. 


Closed-end Funds 


Closed-end funds have a common feature with 
mutual funds in that their major assets consist of 
investments in securities. Investment policies and 
|objectives of many of the closed-end funds are also 
similar to those of the mutual funds. However, when 
an investment corporation exists primarily to gain 
-control and provide management it is excluded from 
{this group. Because of the various degrees between 
|these two objectives — investment or control — and 
also because objectives often change, it is 
difficult to precisely define this group. We have, 
therefore, closely followed the group of closed-ends 
funds listed in the Financial Post Survey of 
|Investment Funds. The user of this data is 
leautioned to the fact that reclassification into or 
jout of this industry of a few companies could change 


idrastically the published figures.

The main difference between this group and the 
mutual funds is the fact that shares of closed-end 
companies are not redeemable by the company at net 
asset value. Share capital is set up as in an ordinary 
limited corporation. Once the shares have been 
offered to the public, the number of outstanding 
shares remains constant. Shares of such corporations 
may be purchased only from existing holders and owners 
of such shares must find a buyer if they wish to sell 
their shares.

Fonds mutuels

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NEW STATISTICAL TABLES 


In this fourth quarter 1973 publication, nine 
new tables are introduced. Mortgage Investment Trust 
Corporations, a new type of financial intermediairies, 
first appeared in Canada late in 1972. Their primary 
objectives are to obtain funds from the public and in- 
vest in a diversified portfolio of mortgages and then 
distribute most of the net income to shareholders in 
order to avoid payment of any corporation income taxes. 
Tables 32 to 36 inclusive provide such financial sta- 
tistical data as balance sheets, income statements, 
retained earnings statements, reserve account, and 
sources and application of funds statements back to 
fourth quarter 1972. 


Tables 37 to 39 provide quarterly data on gross 
flows within the mortgage accounts of Trust Companies, 
Mortgage Companies, and Mortgage Investment Trust Cor- 
porations including advances of principal, repayments 
of principal, sale and purchases of existing mortgages, 
etc. 


Table 40 attempts to provide an indication of 
the size of outstanding mortgages and of the funds in- 
vested in mortgages by quarter by type of financial 
institution. 


In the first quarter 1974 publication, our in- 
tention is to redefine the sales finance industry to 
have it include sales financing, small loans and per- 
sonal loans as well as those corporations primarily 
servicing department stores and agricultural implement 
dealers, The new combined tables will provide a soun- 
der measurement of the total activities within this 
industry group.

The present publication contains financial 
statistics for fire and casualty insurance companies, 
trust companies, mortgage companies, local credit 
unions, central credit unions, sales finance and con- 
sumer loan companies, mutual funds, closed-end funds 
and investment dealers. As information becomes avail- 
able, this report will be expanded to include financial 
statistical tables on chartered banks, life insurance 
companies, business finance companies, holding com- 
panies,and other in the finance and insurance industry.

METHODOLOGY AND SOURCES 


Corporations and financial institutions sub- 
mit financial data directly to Statistics Canada on 
a quarterly basis. While it may be desirable to 
obtain returns from every firm operating in Canada, 
the cost and resources involved in compiling, 
collecting, analysing and aggregating such a mass of 
statistics dictates the utilization of sampling and 
statistical techniques, particularly in industry 
groups comprising numerous small firms 


All large corporations are required to submit 
a return each quarter. For the balance of the 
companies, sampling techniques are utilized. The 
present sample is stratified into four size groups. 
The greater the total assets of a firm the larger 
the percentage of firms that are required to submit 
returns in that size strata. Conversely, the smaller 
the total assets, the smaller the percentage of firms 
required in the sample. 


In most industry groups, each category in the 
balance sheet, revenue, expense and retained earnings 
statements are linked by size strata and by industry 
group directly to annual national revenue tabulations 
which covers all corporations in Canada submitting 
income tax returns. Quarterly sampling data by 
size strata and by industry group are then blown up 
to universe proportions, category by category on the 
basis of each category's relationship in the sample 
to the universe data. The resultant estimates for 
each category are revised (rebased) annually on the 
basis of the more current year national revenue 
tabulations. 


National revenue universe base data are 
adjusted quarter by quarter to reflect the structure 
of the industry as it is made up in the quarter under 
consideration. This involves adjustments for 
reclassification of companies into or out of the 
industry group, mergers, spin-offs, consolidations, 
deconsolidation, etc. 


In some industry groups, national revenue 
tabulations do not represent the entire industry. In 
such cases, a universe must be developed in order to 
have a universe base for the quarterly series. An 
example of this would be the local credit union 
series. For this series an annual census is conducted 
by officials of the department responsible for the 
regulations of credit unions in each province. Once 
these data are collected and compiled, each provincial 
department forwards the data on a national standardized 
form to Statistics Canada for further analysis and 
publication of an annual national report on credit 
unions in Canada. The quarterly data is tied to these 
annual series and then blown-up on the basis of the 
quarterly base period figures to the universe base 
figures. 


The data for the ''Movement of Funds" statement 
are calculated from balance sheets and income state- 
ments which are reported quarterly to Statistics 
Canada. Every attempt is made to determine true 
flows from the information collected but total 
sources of funds and total applications of funds are 
not published as such on a quarterly basis as this 
would require a duplication of almost every category 
in the 'Movement of Funds" statement. As a result, 
the decision was made to distinguish the most common 
sources and applications and maintain this segregation 
quarter by quarter. Users of this data who wish to 
utilize total sources and applications of funds may do 
so by rearranging this table. Total sources of funds 
may be obtained by picking up all positive items in 
the "Source" section and all negative items in the 
"Application" section. Total application of funds 
would consist of all positive items in the "Application" 
and all negative in the "Source" sections.

Trust Companies

guaranteed funds (deposits and certificates). 
trust and agency funds are not included. 


Estate, 


Mortgage Companies 


This group consists of all companies incorporated 
under the Loan Companies Act, savings certificate 
companies and other companies which raise funds from 
the public (either directly or through publicly owned 
parent companies) primarily for mortgage lending 
activities. Privately financed mortgage companies are 
not included in this industry group. 


Local Credit Unions 


This group includes all credit unions chartered 
by provinces to carry on credit union activities with- 
in the respective province except inactive credit 
unions, the majority of which have had their charters 
cancelled. 


Central Credit Unions 


This group consists of leagues and other 
organizations that are organized as a central body to 
perform such services as accounting, financial, credit 
investment, etc., for local credit unions as members 
of the league. In most provinces there is only one 
such central body whereas some provinces may have as 
many as 5 or 6, each having its own local credit union 
membership. Central Credit Unions generally provide 
services only for the local credit union organization 
but there are also Centrals that deal directly with 
individual credit union members. 


Sales Finance and Consumer Loan Companies 


This group covers firms which are in the 
business of financing goods and services purchased 
at the factory, wholesale, or retail levels and of 
lending money to persons on the security of 
promissory notes and chattel mortgages. Included in 
this latter category are the companies operating under 
the provisions of the Small Loans Act. Excluded 
from this group are: wholly-owned subsidiairies 
which have been formed to finance only the goods and 
services of the parent company; companies primarily 
engaged in lending activities to corporations such as 
factoring companies and hold-management companies; and 
companies engaged in financing home improvement 
purchases. This group as herewith defined covers 
approximately the same firms as those in the "Credit 
Statistics" publication. 


Sales finance and consumer loan companies 
were combined in the one group when it was found 
difficult to separate the activities of the two 
groups. Most firms carry out both activities either 
as divisions or through wholly-owned subsidiaries.

Although each 
plication provides financial data for a minimum of 13 quarters 
eling with the current quarter, users employing trend and time series 
ailysis are cautioned to the fact that balance sheets and income 
s.ements are not necessarily comparative from one quarter to the 
nt. Each quarterly balance sheet and income statement reflects the 
f and entire industry as it was structured in the quarter under 
c sideration. Therefore any shifts in the industry because of a 
riassification of acompany from one industry to another, a reclassifi- 
cion of an item from one account to another, mergers, amalgama- 
tis, consolidations, deconsolidations, spin-offs, etc., may signifi- 
ctly distort the comparison of one quarter with the next. For 
ciparative purposes and trend analysis in general, the accompanying 
sirces and application of funds (Movement of Funds) statements are 
digned to provide more accurate data.

| Financial institutions play a vital role in the economy, particu- 
lai in the allocation of resources. Since the Financial Institutions 
Seor provides services which are essential to every industry and 
Seyr within the economy, its financial activities are complementary 
to] other economic activities. It performs such essential functions as 
Matenance of the payment system, the collection and allocation of 
thoavings of society, and the creation of a wide varicty of savings 
Verles. In this sector, we attempt to cover all corporations that are 
CO nuously and primarily engaged in the business of borrowing and 
leting of funds.

INTRODUCTION

Sources of Financial Data 


Financial institutions are surveyed quarterly, in most cases 
directly by Statistics Canada through structured industry by industry 
questionnaires. These surveys provide detailed and current financial 
statistics including revenues and expenses, assets, liabilities and 
shareholders’ equity, retained earnings and reserve accounts, and, in 
some cases, the valuations of their investment portfolios at market 
prices. 


Credit unions are surveyed directly by a central organization 
within each province such as: the department responsible for the 
administration of the Credit Unions Act, the central statistical 
department, or the Central Credit Unions. These organizations, in 
turn, provide Statistics Canada either directly or through the central 
statistical department with quarterly aggregates on the financial 
activities of local credit unions under their jurisdiction. 


Methodology 


Within the defined financial institutions universe, the question- 
naire surveys cover all large corporations and sampling techniques are 
utilized for the balance of the corporations. All corporations within an 
industry group are stratified by size of total assets. The greater the 
total assets, the larger the percentage of firms that are included in the 
sample to the point where, as mentioned previously, all large corpora- 


tions are covered in the surveys. At the other extreme, as low as 1% of 


the firms in the smallest sized strata are being surveyed. 


Where possible, each account or item in the balance sheet, 
income statement and retained earnings is linked by size strata and by 
industry group directly to a universe figure. These universe data are 
obtained mainly from national revenue (corporation income tax) 
tabulations which cover all corporations in Canada submitting income 
tax returns. Where income tax universe data are not adequate or not 
available for purposes of these quarterly surveys, other universe data 
are uulized. For local credit unions, a provincial census is undertaken 
each year and submitted in aggregate form to Statistics Canada. The

Data for the sources and applications of funds (Movement of

Méthodes comptables

Standardization of accounting is, of course, required by the 
system of national accounting and for analytical purposes. As a result, 
efforts are made to promote accounting uniformity particularly within 


an industry group. 


National Accounting 


Financial data from all industry groupings covering all finan- 
cial institutions, industrial corporations, etc., are fully integrated into 
the system of national accounting. Because of the numerous and varied 
conceptual differences existing between business accounting practices 
and national accounting, many accounts from business records must 
be segregated and obtained individually on corporation question- 
naires. The returns are then aggregated by industry and converted to 
conform with national accounting concepts and practices. The result- 
ant financial data are then utilized in the calculation of Gross National 
Product (GNP) and Financial Flows (Sources and Applications of 
Funds). 


The Gross National Product attempts to measure the total 
amount of unduplicated goods and services produced in Canada. 
Corporation profits, depreciation, etc., are estimated industry by 
industry and then aggregated and utilized to establish quarterly 
figures for National Income and Expenditure Accounts. To arrive at 
the industry by industry figures that go into the build up of the 
national accounts corporate profit component, the following format 
may be utilized for the financial insitutions series:

The Financial Flows Accounts attempt to measure the sources 
and applications of funds by some 32 sectors or sub sectors showing 
the net earnings of each sector, the amount of gross real capital 


formation in each, and its net lending or net borrowing by types of 


financial instruments. The Financial Institutions Section is responsible 
for providing data for 11 of the 32 sectors. The Movement of Funds 
statements contained in this publication, which is set in a format more 
familiar to business analysts, reflects the corresponding sectors in the 
Financial Flow Accounts Statistics Canada (Catalogue 13-002).

Descriptions of Industry Groups 


Fire and Casualty Insurance Companies 


This industry group consists of companies operating in Canada 
er the Canadian and British Insurance Companies Act, the Foreign 
rance Companies Act and corresponding provincial legislation. 
uded from this group are the accident and sickness branches of life 
rance companies, the small local or parish mutual companies, and 
government owned corporations or agencies which are set up to 
srwrite specific types of insurance such as health and automobile 


Companies in this industry group are given the powers to 
srwrite a wide variety of insurance coverage such as motor 
icles, aircraft, marine, accident and sickness, fire, personal injury 
jlity, property damage liability, collision, fidelity and surety, 
ilary and theft, workmen’s compensation and employers’ liability, 
x damage, hail, wind and storms, ete. 


Also included in this group are the reinsurance companies 
mating in Canada. These latter companies, often specialists in a 
fic line of insurance, operate under contracts with direct insurers 
heby they may share in both the liability and in the premiums of 
lirect insurer. Lloyd’s of London are also included in this group. 
his a society of individuals, loosely grouped in syndicates, whose 
ae underwrite risks on a basis of personal and unlimited 
ality. 


Trust Companies 


This industry group includes companies incorporated under 
le/rust Companies Act and corresponding provincial legislation. 
heusiness of Trust Companies falls into two distinct activities — 
anng and fiduc ary functions. Trust Companies are permitted to 
cet funds in exchange for their own credii instruments such as trust 
its, guaranteed investment certificates, etc. This aspect of the 
28 is often referred to as the ‘‘Guaranteed Funds”’ portion and 
3 little from the savings business of chartered banks. Their 
ary functions which were emphasized by the early firms are stll 
- to Trust Companies. In this role, they may accept among other 

, trusts of all kinds, act as executor, administrator or receiver, act 
snt for stock and bond issues, act as real estate agent and real 
sta management, act as agent for personal services, act as invest- 
re manager or counsellor, receive and manage sinking funds and

Sociétés d’assurance-incendie et d’assurances générales 


Ce groupe comprend les sociétés exergant au Canada aux termes de 
la Loi sur les compagnies d’assurance canadiennes et britanniques, de la Loi 
sur les compagnies d’assurance ¢trangéres et des lois provinciales corres- 
pondantes. Les sections “‘accident”’ et ‘“‘maladie”’ des sociétés d’assurance- 
vie en sont exclues de méme que les petites mutuelles locales ou paroissiales 
et les sociétés et organismes publics mis sur pied dans le but de garantir 
certains types d’assurances comme |l’assurance-santé et l’assurance 
automobile. 


Les sociétés de cette activité économique ont recu les pouvoirs pour 
garantir un vaste éventail d’assurances couvrant les domaines suivants: 
véhicules 4 moteurs, aéronefs, assurance maritime, accidents et maladie, 
incendie, responsabilité pour accidents corporels et pour dommages 
mateéricls, collision, fidélité du personnel et cautionnement, cambriolage et 
vol, accidents du travail et responsabilité de l’employeur, dommages causés 
par l’eau, la gréle, le vent et les tempétes, ete. 


Sont ¢galement comprises dans ce groupe les compagnies de 
réassurance en activité au Canada. Ces derniéres, dont certaines se 
spécialisent dans des types d’assurance déterminés, passent des contrats 
avec des assureurs directs en vertu desquels elles peuvent partager la 
responsabilité et les primes de l’assureur direct. La société Lloyd’s de 
Londres appartient aussi a ce groupe. Elle se compose de particuliers 
groupés en syndicats selon une structure assez souple et dont les membres 
assurent la responsabilité civile privée et la responsabilité illimitée. 


Sociétés de fiducie 


Ce groupe comprend les sociétés constituées aux termes de la Loi sur 
les compagnies fiduciaires et des lois provinciales correspondantes. L’acti- 
vité des sociétés de fiducie se divise en deux branches distinctes, soit les 
fonctions bancaire et fiduciaire. Les sociétés de fiducie ont la permission 
d’accepter des fonds en échange de leurs propres instruments de crédit, tels 
les dépdts en fiducie et les certificats de placement garanti, etc. Cet aspect 
de leur activité est souvent désigné “‘fonds garantis”’ et s’écarte peu des 
opérations d’épargne des banques a charte.

Sociétés de préts hypothécaires

tures and other debt instruments. The type of assets in which the 
borrowed funds may be invested are specifically set out in the Acts 
under which the companies are regulated. In practice, most of the 
funds are invested in mortgages secured by real estate and land. 


Also included in this group are the savings certificate or 
investment contract companies, which operate under provincial 
legislation designed in most cases specifically for this type of corpora- 
tion. The primary distinction between these two types of corporations 
lies in the nature of the savings instruments offered and not in their 
investment practices. These savings certificates carry a guaranteed 
annual rate of return and usually an additional return based on the 
company’s profits. Investment Contract Companies are restricted in 
the type of investments they are permitted to make with the funds 
from the sale of these certificates or contracts. As with mortgage 
companies the majority of the funds are invested in mortgages. 


Privately financed mortgage companies and personal corpora- 
tions are excluded from this industry group. 


Mortgage Investment Trust Corporations 


This industry group covers mortgage financing intermediaries 
which are created under provincial or federal *‘declaration of Trust”’, 
as unincorporated trusts having only one class of transferable units or 
shares with equal volting, distribution, liquidation, and other rights. 
The declaration of trust limits business activities to such principal types 
of investments as NHA mortgages, conventional first mortgages, other 
mortgages, real estate equities and purchase-leasebacks. Several 
additional requirements are designed to assure that the role of the trust 
will be that of an investor as distinguished from an active developer 
of real property. 


To qualify as a “‘unit trust’? and thereby pay no income taxes 
(special income tax treatment of corporations under section 132(6) of 
the Canada Income Tax Act), the trust is required to operate as a 
Canadian investment company and distribute annually to unitholders 
all of its net income and one haif of any net realized capital gains. 


Included also in this industry group are the affiliated incorpo- 
rated financing corporations which have agreed to limit their business 
solely to the borrowing and lending of money to finance the activities 
of the Trust Corporation. Since in most cases these affiliated financing 
corporations are not consolidated with the Trust Corporations, an 
overstatement of assets, liabilities, revenue and expenses does occur to 
the full extent of such inter-corporate transactions as advances to and 
from affihated companies, interest payable and receivable from 
affiliated companies, ete.

Local Credit Unions 


; This group covers credit unions and caisses populaires char- 
‘red or registered under provincial legislation (Credit Union Act) and 
thorized to carry on credit union activities within the respective 
rovince. Each local is an autonomous unit, comprising of a group of 
dividuals with some common bond, organized to provide members 
ith convenient savings and borrowing | accommodations. Many of 
hese credit unions have now grown to a size where their operations 
‘e fairly similar to banking activities with full chequing priveleges, 
fety deposit boxes, etc. 


Most of the local credit unions are affiliated with a central 
ganization — commonly referred to as ‘‘Central Credit Union”’ or 
nply “centrals’’. These centrals act as banker to the local credit 
lions within the province. These central organizations are excluded 
om this group but for users finding it more meaningful to combine 
' consolidate these two groups, the two statistical tables are 
‘ailable. 


Central Credit Unions 


This group consists of centrals, regionals, leagues, and federa- 
ins that are organized as centralized banking entities to further the 
mmon interest of the local credit unions. While not all centrals 
pvide the same range of services, as a group their services would 
ilude promoting desired credit union legislation, organizing credit 
tion locals, assisting locals in the supervision of their accounting, 
viding officer and member education and a ready source of 
oplies. The central’s primary functions however, are to receive and 
ivest surplus funds from member locals, act as lenders of last resort, 
ar cheques, provide data processing facilities and provide other 
toking and financial services to their members. In most provinces 
tre is only one central institution but some provinces have several, 
e@h having its own local credit union membership. Central Credit 
lions generally provide services only for the local credit union 
anization but one or two may deal directly with a limited number 


¢ndividual credit union members.

Sales Finance and Consumer Loan Companies

their lending activities by providing capital and term loans to compa- 
nies and by ‘the financing of leased equipment and machinery. 


Consumer loan companies operate under the Small Loans Act 
and are commonly referred to as ‘‘small loan companies’’ when 
federally incorporated and ‘‘money lenders’? when provincially 
incorporated. These corporations specialize in direct cash lending to 
individuals. Normally, the transaction will be for a relatively small 
loan in cash since the bulk of the corporation’s loan applicants are 
wage earners. Most of these loans are secured by a chattel mortgage 
which enables the company in case of default to repossess the chattels. 
Loan companies making personal loans of $1,500 or less and charging 
more than 1% per month interest must apply to the Minister of 
Finance for a licence which is renewable annually. The Act stipulates 
the maximum amount of interest which could be charged on loans of 
less than $1,500. 


Both the sales finance and the consumer loan companies obtain 
their funds through short term notes, long term debentures and notes, 
bank loans, loans from parent corporations, and retained earnings and 
equity issues. 


Sales finance and consumer loan companies were combined in 
the one group when it was found difficult to separate the activities of 
the two groups. Most firms carry out both activities either as a 
divisions or through wholly-owned subsidiaries. Where the activities 
are carried out through wholly-owned subsidiaries the parent com- 
pany generally submits a consolidated return. 


Mutual Funds 


This industry group includes corporations and trusts which are 
organized to operate a portfolio of securities. Mutual funds obtain 
funds by selling their shares or units directly to the public through 
stock brokers or through their own sales offices and agents. Individuals 
and corporations may purchase any desired number of shares or units 
at a price equal to the per share net asset value of the fund and may 
redeem them virtually on demand at net asset value. Because of this 
feature whereby investors may purchase any number of shares at a 
given price or sell them back whenever he wishes, mutual funds are 
commonly referred to as ‘‘open-end”’ funds. 


There are various types of mutual funds depending upon their 
investment objectives and policies. Equity funds invest mainly in 
common shares and stress the *‘growth”’ aspects of the funds. Among 
the equity funds, there are those that invest almost exclusively in gold 
mining stocks, in energy stocks, in new and speculative mining 
properties, and even in other mutual funds. Fixed income or bond 
funds invest mainly in government and corporate bonds and deben- 
tures and stress the regular flow of income. Mortgage funds invest 
mainly in N.H.A. and conventional mortgages and again the stress is 
on a fixed, regular flow of income. The so-called ‘‘balanced”’’ funds 
invest specific portions of funds in bonds, and preferred and common 
stocks. The “‘fully managed”’ funds attempt to shift from bonds to 
stocks and vice versa according to the state of the various securities 
markets. The most common characteristic found among these various 
types of funds is the principle of diversification of its portfolio. 


The investment funds set up by Trust Companies are also 
included in this industry group. Most of these funds provide for a 
valuation of the assets once a month instead of ana daily basis as with 
most mutual funds. Units in these funds are available only through 
the Trust Companies’ offices.

Closed-End Funds 


This industry group includes those investment companies that 
pauaee a diversified portfolio of securities, primarily common shares, 
nd which do not seek to control or manage the affairs of the 
yrporations underlying the shares held in the portfolio. This feature 
f a managed investment portfolio is common to both closed-end 
inds and mutual funds and, in most cases, their investment policies 
ad objectives are quite similar. The principal difference between these 
wo types of funds lies in the way their shares are bought and sold. 
inlike mutual funds, a closed-end fund has a fixed number of 
itstanding shares. New issues are possible in the same way as new 
sues of any corporate shares are possible. However, the closed-end 
nd does not stand ready to issue new shares on demand nor to 
deem its shares from the public. Shares of closed-end funds may be 
irchased only from existing shareholders and if he wishes to dispose 
t the shares, he must sell to another investor, usually through the 
cilities of the stock exchanges. When an investment corporation 
‘ists primarily to gain control and provide management, it is 
cluded from this group. Because of the various degrees between 
ese two objectives — investment or control — and also because 
biettives often change, it is difficult to precisely define this group. We 
ive, therefore, closely followed the grouping of closed-end funds 
ted in the Financial Post Survey of Investment Funds.

Investment dealers finance their money market inventories 
chiefly with day-to-day loans from chartered banks and their under- 
writing and trading activities with collateral loans from banks, other 
financial institutions, large industrial corporations, and by using 


customer credit balances. 


While the market for bonds and money market securities is 
centered with the investment dealers, the market for corporations 
shares is centered with the stock exchanges which are formed by stock 
brokers. Under this function the stock broker normally acts as agent 
in the execution of ‘“‘buy”’ and “‘sell’’ orders for shares of a specific 
corporation. Where possible, these brokerage activities of investment 
dealers are excluded from this industry group.

Sources of Financial Data 


Financial institutions are surveyed quarterly, in most cases 
directly by Statistics Canada through structured industry by industry 
questionnaires. These surveys provide detailed and current financial 
statistics including revenues and expenses, assets, liabilities and 
shareholders’ equity, retained earnings and reserve accounts, and, in 
some cases, the valuations of their investment portfolios at market 
prices. 


Credit unions are surveyed directly by a central organization 
within each province such as: the department responsible for the 
administration of the Credit Unions Act, the central statistical 
department, or the central credit unions. These organizations, in turn, 
provide Statistics Canada either directly or through the central 
statistical department with quarterly aggregates on the financial 
activities of local credit unions under their jurisdiction. 


Methodology 


Within the defined financial institutions universe, the question- 
naire surveys cover all large corporations and sampling techniques are 
utilized for the balance of the corporations. All corporations within an 
industry group are stratified by size of total assets. The greater the 
total assets, the larger the percentage of firms that are included in the 
sample to the point where, as mentioned previously, all large corpora- 
tions are covered in the surveys. At the other extreme, as low as 1% of 
the firms in the smallest sized strata are being surveyed. 


Where possible, each account or item in the balance sheet, 
income statement, and statement of retained earnings is linked by size 
strata and by industry group directly to a universe figure. These 
universe data are obtained mainly from national revenue (corporation 
income tax) tabulations which cover all corporations in Canada 
submitting income tax returns. Where income tax universe data are 
not adequate or not available for purposes of these quarterly surveys, 
other universe data are utilized. For local credit unions, a provincial 
census is undertaken each year and submitted in aggregate form to

Méthodes comptables 


Traditionnellement, les comptables professionnels s’occupaient peu 
ou pas du tout des pratiques et méthodes comptables des institutions 
financiéres. Un nombre considérable de méthodes comptables ont vu le 
jour, tant en ce qui concerne les sociétés d’un méme secteur que pour les 
différents types d’ institutions financiéres. Comme ces derniéres sont pour la 
plupart régies dans une large mesure par l’Etat, les méthodes de comptabi- 
lité au sein des groupes d’activités économiques ont donc suivi de trés prés 
celle en usage dans ces ministeres publics. De fagon générale, le contrdle 
exercé par |’administration publique visait a assurer la solvabilité de 
institution financiére dans le but de protéger |’épargne des institutions 
financiéres qui bénéficiaient de la confiance d’€pargnants. Pour ces raisons

Statistique Canada se préoccupe beaucoup des difficultés auxquelles 
les enquetes font face lors de la déclaration des données financiéres. Nos 
questionnaires ont donc été congus de fagon a s’aligner le plus possible sur 
les méthodes retenues par |’activité économique. Par contre, les tableaux 
figurant dans ce bulletin surtout ceux sur la provenance et l’emploi des 
fonds (mouvements de trésorerie), sont normalisés le plus possible. 


Standardization of accounting is, of course, required by the 
system of national accounting and for analytical purposes. As a result, 
efforts are made to promote accounting uniformity particularly within 
an industry group. 


National Accounting 


Financial data from all industry groupings covering all finan- 
cial institutions, industrial corporations, etc., are fully integrated into 
the system of national accounting. Because of the numerous and varied 
conceptual differences existing between business accounting practices 
and national accounting, many accounts from business records must 
be segregated and obtained individually on corporation question- 
naires. The returns are then aggregated by industry and converted to 
conform with national accounting concepts and practices. The result- 
ant financial data are then utilized in the calculation of Gross National 
Product (GNP) and Financial Flows (Sources and Applications of 
Funds). 


The Gross National Product attempts to measure the total 
amount of unduplicated goods and services produced in Canada. 
Corporation profits, depreciation, etc., are estimated industry by 
industry and then aggregated and utilized to establish quarterly 
figures for National Income and Expenditure Accounts. To arrive at 
the industry by industry figures that go into the build up of the 
national accounts corporate profit component, the following format 
may be utilized for the financial insitutions series:

The Financial Flows Accounts attempt to measure the sources 
and applications of funds by some 32 sectors or sub sectors showing 
the net earnings of each sector, the amount of gross real capital 
formation in each, and its net lending or net borrowing by types of 
financial instruments. The Financial Institutions Section is responsible 
for providing data for 11 of the 32 sectors. The Movement of Funds 
statements contained in this publication, which is set in a format more 
familiar to business analysts, reflects the corresponding sectors in the 
“Financial Flow Accounts’’ Statistics Canada Catalogue No. 
13-002.

, Also included in this group are the reinsurance companies 
stating in Canada. These latter companies, often specialists in a

direct insurer. Lloyd’s of London are also included in this group. 
“s is a society of individuals, loosely grouped in syndicates, whose 
imbers underwrite risks on a basis of personal and unlimited

Trust Companies 


_ This industry group includes companies incorporated under 
t Trust Companies Act and corresponding provincial legislation. 
‘1: business of trust compames falls into two distinct activities — 
liking and fiduciary functions. Trust companies are permitted to 
é2pt funds in exchange for their own credit instruments such as trust 
Gosits, guaranteed investment certificates, etc. This aspect of the 
tiness is often referred to as the ‘Guaranteed Funds” portion and 
Cers little from the savings business of chartered banks.

Sociétés d’assurance-incendie et d’assurances générales 


Ce groupe comprend les sociétés exergant au Canada aux termes de 
la Loi sur les compagnies d’assurance canadiennes et britanniques, de la Loi 
sur les compagnies d’assurance étrangéres et des lois provinciales corres- 
pondantes.

borrowed funds may be invested are specifically set out in the Acts 
under which the companies are regulated. In practice, most of the 
funds are invested in mortgages secured by real estate and land. 


Also included in this group are the savings certificate or 
investment contract companies, which operate under provincial 
legislation designed in most cases specifically for this type of corpora- 
tion. The primary distinction between these two types of corporations 
lies in the nature of the savings instruments offered and not in their 
investment practices. These savings certificates carry a guaranteed 
annual rate of return and usually an additional return based on the 
company’s profits. Investment contract companies are restricted in the 
type of investments they are permitted to make with the funds from 
the sale of these certificates or contracts. As with mortgage companies 
the majority of the funds are invested in mortgages. 


Privately financed mortgage companies and personal corpora- 
tions are excluded from this industry group. 


Mortgage Investment Trust Corporations 


This industry group covers mortgage financing intermediaries 
which are created under provincial or federal ‘‘ Declaration of Trust”’, 
as unincorporated trusts having only one class of transferable units or 
shares with equal volting, distribution, liquidation, and other rights. 
The declaration of trust limits business activities to such principal types 
of investments as NHA mortgages, conventional first mortgages, other 
mortgages, real estate equities and purchase-leasebacks. Several 
additional requirements are designed to assure that the role of the trust 
will be that of an investor as distinguished from an active developer 
of real property. 


To qualify as a ‘‘unit trust’’ and thereby pay no income taxes 
(special income tax treatment of corporations under section 132(6) of 
the Canada Income Tax Act), the trust is required to operate as a 
Canadian investment company and distribute annually to unitholders 
all of its net income and one half of any net realized capital gains. 


Included also in this industry group are the affiliated incorpo- 
rated financing corporations which have agreed to limit their business 
solely to the borrowing and lending of money to finance the activities 
of the trust corporation. Since in most cases these affiliated financing 
corporations are not consolidated with the trust corporations, an 
overstatement of assets, liabilities, revenue and expenses does occur to 
the full extent of such inter-corporate transactions as advances to and 
from affiliated companies, interest payable and receivable from 
affiliated companies, etc. 


The trust corporation will usually enter into a contract with an 
*“‘Adviser’’ corporation. Under this type of contract, the adviser 
corporation generally will agree, among other things, to recommend 
available and suitable investments on a continuing basis and to 
administer certain of the day-to-day operations of the trust corpora- 
tion. Since these ‘‘Adviser’’ corporations generally are a chartered 
bank, a real estate corporation, a mortgage company, etc., they are 
excluded from this industry group.

by providing capital and term loans to companies and by the financing 
of leased equipment and machinery. 


Consumer loan companies operate under the Small Loans Act 
and are commonly referred to as ‘‘small loan companies’? when 
federally incorporated and ‘‘money lenders’? when provincially 
incorporated. These corporations specialize in direct cash lending to 
individuals. Normally, the transaction will be for a relatively small 
loan in cash since the bulk of the corporation’s loan applicants are 
wage earners. Most of these loans are secured by a chattel mortgage 
which enables the company in case of default to repossess the chattels. 
Loan companies making personal loans of $1,500 or less and charging 
more than 1% per month interest must apply to the Minister of 
Finance for a licence which is renewable annually. The Act stipulates 
the maximum amount of interest which could be charged on loans of 
less than $1,500. 


Both the sales finance and the consumer loan companies obtain 
their funds through short-term notes, long-term debentures and notes, 
bank loans, loans from parent corporations, and retained earnings and 
equity issues. 


Sales finance and consumer loan companies were combined in 
the one group when it was found difficult to separate the activities of 
the two groups. Most firms carry out both activities either as a 
divisions or through wholly-owned subsidiaries. Where the activities 
are carried out through wholly-owned subsidiaries the parent com- 
pany generally submits a consolidated return. 


Mutual Funds 


This industry group includes corporations and trusts which are 
organized to operate a portfolio of securities. Mutual funds obtain 
funds by selling their shares or units directly to the public through 
stock brokers or through their own sales offices and agents. Individuals 
and corporations may purchase any desired number of shares or units 
at a price equal to the per share net asset value of the fund and may 
redeem them virtually on demand at net asset value. Because of this 
feature whereby investors may purchase any number of shares at a 
given price or sell them back whenever he wishes, mutual funds are 
commonly referred to as ‘“‘open-end”’ funds. 


There are various types of mutual funds depending upon their 
investment objectives and policies. Equity funds invest mainly in 
common shares and stress the ‘* growth”’ aspects of the funds. Among 
the equity funds, there are those that invest almost exclusively in gold 
mining stocks, in energy stocks, in new and speculative mining 
properties, and even in other mutual funds. Fixed income or bond 
funds invest mainly in government and corporate bonds and deben- 
tures and stress the regular flow of income. Mortgage funds invest 
mainly in NHA and conventional mortgages and again the stress is on 
a fixed, regular flow of income. The so-called ‘‘balanced”’ funds invest 
specific portions of funds in bonds, and preferred and common stocks. 
The ‘fully managed”’ funds attempt to shift from bonds to stocks and 
vice versa according to the state of the various securities markets. The 
most common characteristic found among these various types of funds 
is the principle of diversification of its portfolio. 


The investment funds set up by trust companies are also 
included in this industry group. Most of these funds provide for a 
valuation of the assets once a month instead of an a daily basis as with 
most mutual funds. Units in these funds are available only through the 
trust companies’ offices.

Ce groupe se compose des membres de |’Association canadienne des 
courtiers en valeurs mobiliéres. Ces courtiers jouent le rdle principal lors des 
transactions des valeurs mobili¢res des administrations publiques et des 
sociétés. 


La souscription comporte |’acquisition d’émissions nouvelles ou 
primaires de valeurs des administrations publiques et des sociétés qui ont 
besoin de capitaux additionnels et la diffusion de ces valeurs dans le public, 
surtout aux institutions financiéres et aux grandes sociétés. Les souscriptions 
importantes s’effectuent généralement par |’intermédiaire d’un syndicat de 
garantie se composant du syndicataire et d’autres courtiers en valeurs 
mobiliéres et souvent de banques a charte. 


Ces deux opérations une fois effectuées, les valeurs sont négociées 
sur les marchés secondaires ou ce qu’on appelle communément “‘le marché 
hors bourse’, mais en réalité, les transactions se font par téléphone. Aux 
termes de cette fonction commerciale, les courtiers en valeurs mobilicres, 
qui jouent généralement le rdle principal une fois de plus, accumulent et 
tiennent un inventaire des divers types de valeurs et de leurs échéances 
respectives, en facilitant ainsi le commerce. 


Un petit nombre de courtiers en valeurs mobiliéres ont mis sur pied 
et maintiennent un marché financier hautement sophistiqué au Canada. Ces 
courtiers du marché monétaire s’engagent a maintenir une liste des valeurs 
boursiéres en retour d’une marge de crédit que leur accorde la Banque du 
Canada. Les principaux instruments de ce marché comprennent les bons du 
Trésor, les obligations du gouvernement de moins de 3 ans, les effets de 
sociétés de financement des ventes, les effets commerciaux, les acceptations 


acceptances, chartered bank term deposits including swapped depos- 
its, trust and mortgage companies’ term deposits, etc. 


Investment dealers finance their money market inventories 
chiefly with day-to-day loans from chartered banks and their under- 
writing and trading activities with collateral loans from banks, other 
financial institutions, large industrial corporations, and by using 


customer credit balances. 


While the market for bonds and money market securities is 
centered with the investment dealers, the market for corporations 
shares is centered with the stock exchanges which are formed by stock 
brokers. Under this function the stock broker normally acts as agent 
in the execution of ‘‘buy’’ and “‘sell’’ orders for shares of a specific 
corporation. Where possible, these brokerage activities of investment 
dealers are excluded from this industry group.

Tables 25 to 28 reflect the same type of companies that were 
included in the Sales Finance and Consumer Loan Industry in prior 
quarterly reports. They are published in order to provide users with 
a sound indication of the size of the breaks in this industry series but 
will be discontinued in the near future.

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INTRODUCTION 


This publication focuses on the financial statistics of the 
nancial institutions and financial intermediaries operating in Canada. 
he publication is available quarterly, approximately three months 
‘ter the end of a designated calendar quarter. It provides financial 
ata comprising of balance sheets, income statements, retained 
irnings statements, sources and application of funds statements, and 
her pertinent statements by industry groupings. Although each 
iblication provides financial data for a minimum of 13 quarters 
\ding with the current quarter, users employing trend and time series 
alysis are cautioned to the fact that balance sheets and income 
atements are not necessarily comparative from one quarter to the 
‘xt. Each quarterly balance sheet and income statement reflects the 
ll and entire industry as it was structured in the quarter under 
insideration. Therefore any shifts in the industry because of a 
classification of a company from one industry to another, a reclassifi- 
tion of an item from one account to another, mergers, amalgama- 
ons, consolidations, deconsolidations, spin-offs, etc., may signifi- 
ntly distort the comparison of one quarter with the next. For 
mparative purposes and trend analysis in general, the accompanying 
urces and application of funds (Movement of Funds) statements are 
signed to provide more accurate data. 


Financial statistical data on industrial and commercial corpo-

Sources of Financial Data 


Financial institutions are surveyed quarterly, in most cases 
directly by Statistics Canada through structured industry by industry 
questionnaires. These surveys provide detailed and current financial 
statistics including revenues and expenses, assets, liabilities and 
shareholders’ equity, retained earnings and reserve accounts, and, in 
some cases, the valuations of their investment portfolios at market 
prices. 


Credit unions are surveyed directly by a central organization 
within each province such as: the department responsible for the 
administration of the Credit Unions Act, the central statistical 
department, or the central credit unions. These organizations, in turn, 
provide Statistics Canada either directly or through the central 
statistical department with quarterly aggregates on the financial 
activities of local credit unions under their jurisdiction. 


Methodology 


Within the defined financial institutions universe, the question- 
naire surveys cover all large corporations and sampling techniques are 
utilized for the balance of the corporations. All corporations within an 
industry group are stratified by size of total assets. The greater the 
total assets, the larger the percentage of firms that are included in the 
sampie to the point where, as mentioned previously, all large corpora- 
tions are covered in the surveys. At the other extreme, as low as 1% of 
the firms in the smallest sized strata are being surveyed. 


Where possible, each account or item in the balance sheet, 
income statement, and statement of retained earnings is linked by size 
strata and by industry group directly to a universe figure. These 
universe data are obtained mainly from national revenue (corporation 
income tax) tabulations which cover all corporations in Canada 
submitting income tax returns. Where income tax universe data are 
not adequate or not available for purposes of these quarterly surveys, 
other universe data are utilized. For local credit unions, a provincial 
census is undertaken each year and submitted in aggregate form to

Accounting Practices 


Traditionally, little if any attention has been paid by profes- 
ior accountants to the accounting practices and concepts for 
incrial institutions. As a result, an extremely wide variety of 
ccinting practices has evolved both between companies in the same 
lind between the different types of financial institutions. Since in 
hoscases, financial institutions in general are highly regulated by 
oVaiments, accounting practices within an industry grouping have 
eeihighly influenced by the statutory reporting requirements of 
hes government departments. Generally speaking, government 
on)ls are geared towards ensuring the solvency of a financial 
Mstition in order to safeguard the savings of individuals which are 
nirted to these institutions. Because of these primary considera- 
lon zovernment authorities tended towards extreme conservatism in 
latiyry accounting practices and because of the void of any profes- 
ion, accounting guidance, these statutory requirements tended to

Méthodes comptables 


Traditionnellement, les comptables professionnels s’occupaient peu 
ou pas du tout des pratiques et méthodes comptables des institutions 
financiéres. Un nombre considérable de méthodes comptables ont vu le 
jour, tant en ce qui concerne les sociétés d’un méme secteur que pour les 
différents types d’ institutions financi¢res. Comme ces derniéres sont pour la 
plupart régies dans une large mesure par |’Etat, les méthodes de comptabi- 
lité au sein des groupes d’activités économiques ont donc suivi de trés prés 
celle en usage dans ces ministéres publics. De fagon générale, le contrdle 
exercé par |’administration publique visait a assurer la solvabilité de 
l’institution financiére dans le but de protéger |’épargne des institutions 
financiéres qui bénéficiaient de la confiance d’€pargnants. Pour ces raisons 
essentielles, les autorités publiques ont opté pour des méthodes comptables 
statutaires d’un convervatisme absolu; de plus, en raison du manque 
d’intérét de la part des comptables professionnels, ces méthodes se sont 
généralisées dans les provinces ou au sein des activités économiques. 


Au cours des derniéres années, les comptables professionnels ont 
commencé a élaborer des principes dans ce domaine 4 I’intention des 
institutions financiéres et ils ont déja publié les principes directeurs visant 
la comptabilité des sociétés de fiducie, des sociétés d’assurance-vie, etc. 


Statistique Canada se préoccupe beaucoup des difficultés auxquelles 
les enquetes font face lors de la déclaration des données financiéres. Nos 
questionnaires ont donc été congus de fagon a s’aligner le plus possible sur 
les méthodes retenues par |’activité économique. Par contre, les tableaux 
figurant dans ce bulletin surtout ceux sur la provenance et l’emploi des 
fonds (mouvements de trésorerie), sont normalisés le plus possible. 


Standardization of accounting is, of course, required by the 
system of national accounting and for analytical purposes. As a result, 
efforts are made to promote accounting uniformity particularly within 


an industry group. 


National Accounting 


Financial data from all industry groupings covering all finan- 
cial institutions, industrial corporations, etc., are fully integrated into 
the system of national accounting. Because of the numerous and varied 
conceptual differences existing between business accounting practices 
and national accounting, many accounts from business records must 
be segregated and obtained individually on corporation question- 
naires. The returns are then aggregated by industry and converted to 
conform with national accounting concepts and practices. The result- 
ant financial data are then utilized in the calculation of Gross National 
Product (GNP) and Financial Flows (Sources and Applications of 


Funds). 


The Gross National Product attempts to measure the total 
amount of unduplicated goods and services produced in Canada. 
Corporation profits, depreciation, etc., are estimated industry by 
industry and then aggregated and utilized to establish quarterly 
figures for National Income and Expenditure Accounts. To arrive at 
the industry by industry figures that go into the build up of the 
national accounts corporate profit component, the following format 
may be utilized for the financial insitutions series: 


Net internally generated funds (Refer to Movement of Funds 
statements )

The Financial Flows Accounts attempt to measure the sources 
and applications of funds by some 32 sectors or sub sectors showing 
the net earnings of each sector, the amount of gross real capital 
formation in each, and its net lending or net borrowing by types of 
financial instruments. The Financial Institutions Section is responsible 
for providing data for 11 of the 32 sectors. The Movement of Funds 
statements contained in this publication, which is set in a format more 
familiar to business analysts, reflects the corresponding sectors in the 
‘Financial Flow Accounts’’ Statistics Canada Catalogue No. 
13-002.

Also included in this group are the reinsurance companies 
rating in Canada. These latter companies, often specialists in a 
tific line of insurance, operate under contracts with direct insurers 
wreby they may share in both the liability and in the premiums of 
hdirect insurer. Lloyd’s of London are also included in this group. 
I is a society of individuals, loosely grouped in syndicates, whose

Trust Companies 


This industry group includes companies incorporated under 
thrust Companies Act and corresponding provincial legislation. 
Th business of trust companies falls into two distinct activities — 
baing and fiduciary functions. Trust companies are permitted to 
aot funds in exchange for their own credit instruments such as trust 
desits, guaranteed investment certificates, etc. This aspect of the 
Dikess is often referred to as the ‘‘Guaranteed Funds”’ portion and 
lif's little from the savings business of chartered banks.

borrowed funds may be invested are specifically set out in the Acts 
under which the companies are regulated. In practice, most of the 
funds are invested in mortgages secured by real estate and land. 


Also included in this group are the savings certificate or 
investment contract companies, which operate under provincial 
legislation designed in most cases specifically for this type of corpora- 
tion. The primary distinction between these two types of corporations 
lies in the nature of the savings instruments offered and not in their 
investment practices. These savings certificates carry a guaranteed 
annual rate of return and usually an additional return based on the 
company’s profits. Investment contract companies are restricted in the 
type of investments they are permitted to make with the funds from 
the sale of these certificates or contracts. As with mortgage companies 
the majority of the funds are invested in mortgages. 


Privately financed mortgage companies and personal corpora- 
tions are excluded from this industry group. 


Mortgage Investment Trust Corporations 


This industry group covers mortgage financing intermediaries 
which are created under provincial or federal ‘‘ Declaration of Trust’’, 
as unincorporated trusts having only one class of transferable units or 
shares with equal voting, distribution, liquidation, and other rights. 
The declaration of trust limits business activities to such principal types 
of investments as NHA mortgages, conventional first mortgages, other 
mortgages, real estate equities and purchase-leasebacks. Several 
additional requirements are designed to assure that the role of the trust 
will be that of an investor as distinguished from an active developer 
of real property. 


To qualify as a ‘‘unit trust’’ and thereby pay no income taxes 
(special income tax treatment of corporations under section 132(6) of 
the Canada Income Tax Act), the trust is required to operate as a 
Canadian investment company and distribute annually to unitholders 
all of its net income and one half of any net realized capital gains. 


Included also in this industry group are the affiliated incorpo- 
rated financing corporations which have agreed to limit their business 
solely to the borrowing and lending of money to finance the activities 
of the trust corporation. Since in most cases these affiliated financing 
corporations are not consolidated with the trust corporations, an 
overstatement of assets, liabilities, revenue and expenses does occur to 
the full extent of such inter-corporate transactions as advances to and 
from affiliated companies, interest payable and receivable from 
affiliated companies, ete. 


The trust corporation will usually enter into a contract with an 
‘*Adviser’’ corporation. Under this type of contract, the adviser 
corporation generally will agree, among other things, to recommend 
available and suitable investments on a continuing basis and to 
administer certain of the day-to-day operations of the trust corpora- 
tion. Since these ‘‘Adviser’’ corporations generally are a chartered 
bank, a real estate corporation, a mortgage company, etc., they are 
excluded from this industry group.

by providing capital and term loans to companies and by the financing 
of leased equipment and machinery. 


Consumer loan companies operate under the Small Loans Act 
and are commonly referred to as ‘‘small loan companies”’ when 
federally incorporated and ‘‘money lenders’? when provincially 
incorporated. These corporations specialize in direct cash lending to 
individuals. Normally, the transaction will be for a relatively small 
loan in cash since the bulk of the corporation’s loan applicants are 
wage earners. Most of these loans are secured by a chattel mortgage 
which enables the company in case of default to repossess the chattels. 
Loan companies making personal loans of $1,500 or less and charging 
more than 1% per month interest must apply to the Minister of 
Finance for a licence which is renewable annually. The Act stipulates 
the maximum amount of interest which could be charged on loans of 
less than $1,500. 


Both the sales finance and the consumer loan companies obtain 
their funds through short-term notes, long-term debentures and notes, 
bank loans, loans from parent corporations, and retained earnings and 
equity issues. 


Sales finance and consumer loan companies were combined in 
the one group when it was found difficult to separate the activities of 
the two groups. Most firms carry out both activities either as a 
divisions or through wholly-owned subsidiaries. Where the activities 
are carried out through wholly-owned subsidiaries the parent com- 
pany generally submits a consolidated return. 


Mutual Funds 


This industry group includes corporations and trusts which are 
organized to operate a portfolio of securities. Mutual funds obtain 
funds by selling their shares or units directly to the public through 
stock brokers or through their own sales offices and agents. Individuals 
and corporations may purchase any desired number of shares or units 
at a price equal to the per share net asset value of the fund and may 
redeem them virtually on demand at net asset value. Because of this 
feature whereby investors may purchase any number of shares at a 
given price or sell them back whenever he wishes, mutual funds are 
commonly referred to as ‘‘open-end”’ funds. 


There are various types of mutual funds depending upon their 
investment objectives and policies. Equity funds invest mainly in 
common shares and stress the ‘‘growth”’ aspects of the funds. Among 
the equity funds, there are those that invest almost exclusively in gold 
mining stocks, in energy stocks, in new and speculative mining 
properties, and even in other mutual funds. Fixed income or bond 
funds invest mainly in government and corporate bonds and deben- 
tures and stress the regular flow of income. Mortgage funds invest 
mainly in NHA and conventional mortgages and again the stress is on 
a fixed, regular flow of income. The so-called **balanced’’ funds invest 
specific portions of funds in bonds, and preferred and common stocks. 
The “‘fully managed”’ funds attempt to shift from bonds to stocks and 
vice versa according to the state of the various securities markets. The 
most common characteristic found among these various types of funds 
is the principle of diversification of its portfolio. 


The investment funds set up by trust companies are also 
included in this industry group. Most of these funds provide for a 
valuation of the assets once a month instead of an a daily basis as with 
most mutual funds. Units in these funds are available only through the 
trust companies’ offices.

{ Closed-end Funds 


This industry group includes those investment companies that 
figsee a diversified portfolio of securities, primarily common shares, 
and which do not seek to control or manage the affairs of the 
orporations underlying the shares held in the portfolio. This feature 
of a managed investment portfolio is common to both closed-end 
funds and mutual funds and, in most cases, their investment policies 
ind objectives are quite similar. The principal difference between these 
fwo types of funds lies in the way their shares are bought and sold. 
Unlike mutual funds, a closed-end fund has a fixed number of 
putstanding shares. New issues are possible in the same way as new 
ssues of any corporate shares are possible. However, the closed-end 
‘und does not stand ready to issue new shares on demand nor to 
edeem its shares from the public. Shares of closed-end funds may be 
surchased only from existing shareholders and if a person wishes to 
lispose of the shares, he must sell to another investor, usually through 
he facilities of the stock exchanges. When an investment corporation 
ixists primarily to gain control and provide management, it is 
xcluded from this group. Because of the various degrees between 
hese two objectives — investment or control — and also because 
\bjectives often change, it is difficult to precisely define this group. We 
ave, therefore, closely followed the grouping of closed-end funds 
sted in the Financial Post Survey of Investment Funds. The user of 
ais data is cautioned to the fact that reclassification into or out of this 
adustry of a few companies could drastically alter the comparison of 
fata from one quarter to the next.

Ce groupe se compose des membres de |’Association canadienne des 
courtiers en valeurs mobiliéres. Ces courtiers jouent le rdle principal lors des 


transactions des valeurs mobiliéres des administrations publiques et des 
sociétés. 


La souscription comporte |’acquisition d’émissions nouvelles ou 
primaires de valeurs des administrations publiques et des sociétés qui ont 
besoin de capitaux additionnels et la diffusion de ces valeurs dans le public, 
surtout aux institutions financiéres et aux grandes sociétés. Les souscriptions 
importantes s’effectuent généralement par |’intermédiaire d’un syndicat de 
garantie se composant du syndicataire et d’autres courtiers en valeurs 
mobiliéres et souvent de banques a charte. 


Ces deux opérations une fois effectuées, les valeurs sont négociées 
sur les marchés secondaires ou ce qu’on appelle communément “‘le marché 
hors bourse’’, mais en réalité, les transactions se font par téléphone.

acceptances, chartered bank term deposits including swapped depos- 
its, trust and mortgage companies’ term deposits, etc. 


Investment dealers finance their money market inventories 
chiefly with day-to-day loans from chartered banks and their under- 
writing and trading activities with collateral loans from banks, other 
financial institutions, large industrial corporations, and by using 
customer credit balances. 


While the market for bonds and money market securities is 
centered with the investment dealers, the market for corporations 
shares is centered with the stock exchanges which are formed by stock 
brokers. Under this function the stock broker normally acts as agent 
in the execution of ‘‘buy”’ and ‘‘sell’’ orders for shares of a specific 
corporation. Where possible, these brokerage activities of investment 
dealers are excluded from this industry group.

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INTRODUCTION 


This publication focuses on the financial statistics of the 
financial institutions and financial intermediaries operating in Canada. 
The publication is available quarterly, approximately three months 

after the end of a designated calendar quarter. It provides financial 

data comprising of balance sheets, income statements, retained 
earnings statements, sources and application of funds statements, and 
other pertinent statements by industry groupings. Although each 
|publication provides financial data for a minimum of 13 quarters 
,ending with the current quarter, users employing trend and time series 
analysis are cautioned to the fact that balance sheets and income 
statements are not necessarily comparative from one quarter to the 
jnext. Each quarterly balance sheet and income statement reflects the 
full and entire industry as it was structured in the quarter under 
consideration. Therefore any shifts in the industry because of a 
reclassification of a company from one industry to another, a reclassifi- 
cation of an item from one account to another, mergers, amalgama- 
tions, consolidations, deconsolidations, spin-offs, etc., may signifi- 
cantly distort the comparison of one quarter with the next. For 
comparative purposes and trend analysis in general, the accompanying 
sources and application of funds (Movement of Funds) statements are 
designed to provide more accurate data.

Financial institutions play a vital role in the economy, particu- 
rly in the allocation of resources. Since the Financial Institutions 
‘ctor provides services which are essential to every industry and 
ctor within the economy, its financial activities are complementary 
all other economic activities. It performs such essential functions as 
aintenance of the payment system, the collection and allocation of 
® savings of society, and the creation of a wide variety of savings 
hicles. In this sector, we attempt to cover all corporations that are 
(ntinuously and primarily engaged in the business of borrowing and 
lding of funds. This publication provides financial statistics on the 
‘lowing financial institutions and intermediaries:

Sources of Financial Data 


Financial institutions are surveyed quarterly, in most cases 
directly by Statistics Canada through structured industry by industry 
questionnaires. These surveys provide detailed and current financial 
statistics including revenues and expenses, assets, liabilities and 
shareholders’ equity, retained earnings and reserve accounts, and, in 
some cases, the valuations of their investment portfolios at market 
prices. 


Credit unions are surveyed directly by a central organization 
within each province such as: the department responsible for the 
administration of the Credit Unions Act, the central statistical 
department, or the central credit unions. These organizations, in turn, 
provide Statistics Canada either directly or through the central 
statistical department with quarterly aggregates on the financial 
activities of local credit unions under their jurisdiction. 


Methodology 


Within the defined financial institutions universe, the question- 
naire surveys cover all large corporations and sampling techniques are 
utilized for the balance of the corporations. All corporations within an 
industry group are stratified by size of total assets. The greater the 
total assets, the larger the percentage of firms that are included in the 
sample to the point where, as mentioned previously, all large corpora- 
tions are covered in the surveys. At the other extreme, as low as 1% of 
the firms in the smallest sized strata are being surveyed. 


Where possible, each account or item in the balance sheet, 
income statement, and statement of retained earnings is linked by size 
strata and by industry group directly to a universe figure. These 
universe data are obtained mainly from national revenue (corporation 
income tax) tabulations which cover all corporations in Canada 
submitting income tax returns. Where income tax universe data are 
not adequate or not available for purposes of these quarterly surveys, 
other universe data are utilized. For local credit unions, a provincial 
census is undertaken each year and submitted in aggregate form to

The Finan- 
al Institutions Section develops its own universe data for groups such 
Mutual Funds, Mortgage Investment Trusts, etc. Once universe 
ita are established, the relationship between the sample and universe 
ita is determined by each industry and by size strata for each item. 
ae resultant ratios are applied to the current quarter item by item and 
ta for all sizes are aggregated to arrive at the current universe for 
ch and every item on the financial statements. The intention is to 
vise the universe annually as new financial data become available.

___ Data for the sources and applications of funds (Movement of 
Inds) statements are derived from balance sheets and income 
stements after having been blown up to universe proportions and 
eustments made to reflect only the real or true sources and applica- 
tns of funds. The more conventional formats for ‘‘Sources and 
‘plications of Funds”’ statement are not published on a quarterly 
tis as this would require duplicating almost every account within the 
stement. The format presented under ‘‘Movement of Funds’? 
cignates the most common sources and applications of funds and 
nintains this segregation quarter by quarter. The total sources (and 
alications) of funds is published in these tables for convenience of 
urs and for trend analysis. Users wishing to rearrange these tables 
il) more generally accepted formats may do so by selecting all 
piltive items in the ‘‘sources’’ section starting with the item ‘‘Net 
inrnally generated funds”’ and all negative items (after reversing the 
sil) in the ‘‘applications’’ section to arrive at the proper sources of 
fds.

Accounting Practices 


Traditionally, little if any attention has been paid by profes- 
Sial accountants to the accounting practices and concepts for 
firncial institutions. As a result, an extremely wide variety of 
acunting practices has evolved both between companies in the same 
fie and between the different types of financial institutions. Since in 
mt cases, financial institutions in general are highly regulated by 
g0rnments, accounting practices within an industry grouping have 
be highly influenced by the statutory reporting requirements of 
the government departments. Generally speaking, government 
Corols are geared towards ensuring the solvency of a financial 
insution in order to safeguard the savings of individuals which are 
enisted to these institutions. Because of these primary considera- 
tio, government authorities tended towards extreme conservatism in 
Statory accounting practices and because of the void of any profes- 
siol accounting guidance, these statutory requirements tended to 
berne general accounting practice within a province or within an 
Incitry. 


In recent years, the professional accountants have begun to 

Ploxer the development of accounting principles for financial institu- 
tioi and have already issued accounting guidelines for trust compa- 
nie life insurance, etc. 
Statistics Canada is vitally concerned with the respondents’ 
Proems in reporting financial data. As a result, our questionnaires 
ate esigned to fit as closely as possible the practices within an 
ind try, On the other hand, the tables in this publication, particularly 
the ources and applications of funds statement (Movement of 
Furs), are standardized as much as possible.

Par contre, les tableaux 
figurant dans ce bulletin surtout ceux sur la provenance et l’emploi des 
fonds (mouvements de trésorerie), sont normalisés le plus possible. 


Standardization of accounting is, of course, required by the 


system of national accounting and for analytical purposes. As a result, 
efforts are made to promote accounting uniformity particularly within 
an industry group. 


National Accounting 


Financial data from all industry groupings covering all finan- 
cial institutions, industrial corporations, etc., are fully integrated into 
the system of national accounting. Because of the numerous and varied 
conceptual differences existing between business accounting practices 
and national accounting, many accounts from business records must 
be segregated and obtained individually on corporation question- 
naires. The returns are then aggregated by industry and converted to 
conform with national accounting concepts and practices. The result- 
ant financial data are then utilized in the calculation of Gross National 
Product (GNP) and Financial Flows (Sources and Applications of 
Funds). 


The Gross National Product attempts to measure the total 
amount of unduplicated goods and services produced in Canada. 
Corporation profits, depreciation, etc., are estimated industry by 
industry and then aggregated and utilized to establish quarterly 
figures for National Income and Expenditure Accounts. To arrive at 
the industry by industry figures that go into the build up of the 
national accounts corporate profit component, the following format 
may be utilized for the financial insitutions series:

The Financial Flows Accounts attempt to measure the sources 
and applications of funds by some 32 sectors or sub sectors showing 
the net earnings of each sector, the amount of gross real capital 
formation in each, and its net lending or net borrowing by types of 
financial instruments. The Financial Institutions Section is responsible 
for providing data for 11 of the 32 sectors. The Movement of Funds 
statements contained in this publication, which is set in a format more 
familiar to business analysts, reflects the corresponding sectors in the 
“Financial Flow Accounts’’ Statistics Canada Catalogue No. 
13-002.

Descriptions of Industry Groups 


| Fire and Casualty Insurance Companies 
| This industry group consists of companies operating in Canada 
under the Canadian and British Insurance Companies Act, the Foreign 
Insurance Companies Act and corresponding provincial legislation. 
Excluded from this group are the accident and sickness branches of life 
insurance companies, the small local or parish mutual companies, and 
the government owned corporations or agencies which are set up to 


underwrite specific types of insurance such as health and automobile 
\nsurance. 


{ 


Companies in this industry group are given the powers to 
inderwrite a wide variety of insurance coverage such as motor 
vehicles, aircraft, marine, accident and sickness, fire, personal injury 
fapulity, property damage liability, collision, fidelity and surety, 
yurglary and theft, workmen’s compensation and employers’ liability, 
water damage, hail, wind and storms, etc. 

Also included in this group are the reinsurance companies 
perating in Canada. These latter companies, often specialists in a 
pecific line of insurance, operate under contracts with direct insurers 
yhereby they may share in both the liability and in the premiums of 
he direct insurer. Lloyd’s of London are also included in this group. 
his is a society of individuals, loosely grouped in syndicates, whose 
embers underwrite risks on a basis of personal and unlimited 
ability. 


Trust Companies 


This industry group includes companies incorporated under 
ie Trust Companies Act and corresponding provincial legislation. 
he business of trust companies falls into two distinct activities — 
anking and fiduciary functions. Trust companies are permitted to 
scept funds in exchange for their own credit instruments such as trust 
:posits, guaranteed investment certificates, etc. This aspect of the 
asiness is often referred to as the ‘‘Guaranteed Funds”’ portion and 
ffers little from the savings business of chartered banks. Their 
luciary functions which were emphasized by the early firms are still 
jique to trust companies. In this role, they may accept among other 
ings, trusts of all kinds, act as executor, administrator or receiver, act 
, agent for stock and bond issues, act as real estate agent and real

Sociétés d’assurance-incendie et d’assurances générales 


Ce groupe comprend les sociétés exergant au Canada aux termes de 
la Loi sur les compagnies d’assurance canadiennes et britanniques, de la Loi 
sur les compagnies d’assurance étrangéres et des lois provinciales corres- 
pondantes.

automobile.

Ces derniéres, dont certaines se 
spécialisent dans des types d’assurance déterminés, passent des contrats 
avec des assureurs directs en vertu desquels elles peuvent partager la 
responsabilité et les primes de l’assureur direct. La société Lloyd’s de 
Londres appartient aussi a ce groupe.

Sociétés de fiducie 


Ce groupe comprend les sociétés constituées aux termes de la Loi sur 
les compagnies fiduciaires et des lois provinciales correspondantes.

borrowed funds may be invested are specifically set out in the Acts 
under which the companies are regulated. In practice, most of the 
funds are invested in mortgages secured by real estate and land. 


Also included in this group are the savings certificate or 
investment contract companies, which operate under provincial 
legislation designed in most cases specifically for this type of corpora- 
tion. The primary distinction between these two types of corporations 
lies in the nature of the savings instruments offered and not in their 
investment practices. These savings certificates carry a guaranteed 
annual rate of return and usually an additional return based on the 
company’s profits. Investment contract companies are restricted in the 
type of investments they are permitted to make with the funds from 
the sale of these certificates or contracts. As with mortgage companies 
the majority of the funds are invested in mortgages. 


Privately financed mortgage companies and personal corpora- 
tions are excluded from this industry group. 


Mortgage Investment Trust Corporations 


This industry group covers mortgage financing intermediaries 
which are created under provincial or federal *‘ Declaration of Trust”’ 
as unincorporated trusts having only one class of transferable units or 
shares with equal voting, distribution, liquidation, and other rights. 
The declaration of trust limits business activities to such principal types 
of investments as NHA mortgages, conventional first mortgages, other 
mortgages, real estate equities and purchase-leasebacks. Several 
additional requirements are designed to assure that the role of the trust 
will be that of an investor as distinguished from an active developer 
of real property. 


To qualify as a ‘unit trust’ and thereby pay no income taxes 
(special income tax treatment of corporations under section 132(6) of 
the Canada Income Tax Act), the trust is required to operate as a 
Canadian investment company and distribute annually to unitholders 
all of its net income and one half of any net realized capital gains. 


Included also in this industry group are the affiliated incorpo- 
rated financing corporations which have agreed to limit their business 
solely to the borrowing and lending of money to finance the activities 
of the trust corporation. Since in most cases these affiliated financing 
corporations are not consolidated with the trust corporations, an 
overstatement of assets, liabilities, revenue and expenses does occur to 
the full extent of such inter-corporate transactions as advances to and 
from affiliated companies, interest payable and receivable from 
affiliated companies, etc. 


The trust corporation will usually enter into a contract with an 
‘‘Adviser’’ corporation. Under this type of contract, the adviser 
corporation generally will agree, among other things, to recommend 
available and suitable investments on a continuing basis and to 
administer certain of the day-to-day operations of the trust corpora- 
tion. Since these ‘*Adviser’”’ corporations generally are a chartered 
bank, a real estate corporation, a mortgage company, etc., they are 
excluded from this industry group.

by providing capital and term loans to companies and by the financing 
of leased equipment and machinery. 


Consumer loan companies operate under the Small Loans Act 
and are commonly referred to as ‘‘small loan companies’’ when 
federally incorporated and ‘‘money lenders’’ when provincially 
incorporated. These corporations specialize in direct cash lending to 
individuals. Normally, the transaction will be for a relatively small 
loan in cash since the bulk of the corporation’s loan applicants are 
wage earners. Most of these loans are secured by a chattel mortgage 
which enables the company in case of default to repossess the chattels. 
Loan companies making personal loans of $1,500 or less and charging 
more than 1% per month interest must apply to the Minister of 
Finance for a licence which is renewable annually. The Act stipulates 
the maximum amount of interest which could be charged on loans of 
less than $1,500. 


Both the sales finance and the consumer loan companies obtain 
their funds through short-term notes, long-term debentures and notes, 
bank loans, loans from parent corporations, and retained earnings and 
equity issues. 


Sales finance and consumer loan companies were combined in 
the one group when it was found difficult to separate the activities of 
the two groups. Most firms carry out both activities either as a 
divisions or through wholly-owned subsidiaries. Where the activities 
are carried out through wholly-owned subsidiaries the parent com- 
pany generally submits a consolidated return. 


Mutual Funds 


This industry group includes corporations and trusts which are 
organized to operate a portfolio of securities. Mutual funds obtain 
funds by selling their shares or units directly to the public through 
stock brokers or through their own sales offices and agents. Individuals 
and corporations may purchase any desired number of shares or units 
at a price equal to the per share net asset value of the fund and may 
redeem them virtually on demand at net asset value. Because of this 
feature whereby investors may purchase any number of shares at a 
given price or sell them back whenever he wishes, mutual funds are 
commonly referred to as “‘open-end”’ funds. 


There are various types of mutual funds depending upon their 
investment objectives and policies. Equity funds invest mainly in 
common shares and stress the ‘‘growth’”’ aspects of the funds. Among 
the equity funds, there are those that invest almost exclusively in gold 
mining stocks, in energy stocks, in new and speculative mining 
properties, and even in other mutual funds. Fixed income or bond 
funds invest mainly in government and corporate bonds and deben- 
tures and stress the regular flow of income. Mortgage funds invest 
mainly in NHA and conventional mortgages and again the stress is on 
a fixed, regular flow of income. The so-called ‘*‘balanced’’ funds invest 
specific portions of funds in bonds, and preferred and common stocks. 
The ‘‘fully managed”’ funds attempt to shift from bonds to stocks and 
vice versa according to the state of the various securities markets. The 
most common characteristic found among these various types of funds 
is the principle of diversification of its portfolio. 


The investment funds set up by trust companies are also 
included in this industry group. Most of these funds provide for a 
valuation of the assets once a month instead of an a daily basis as with 
most mutual funds. Units in these funds are available only through the 
trust companies’ offices.

Excluded from this industry group are those funds set up to 
| operate registered retirement savings plans and other pension funds, 
/non-resident owned funds, investment clubs, and other mutual funds, 
the shares of which are not available to the general public. 


Closed-end Funds 


This industry group includes those investment companies that 
manage a diversified portfolio of securities, primarily common shares, 
jand which do not seek to control or manage the affairs of the 
ie ations underlying the shares held in the portfolio. This feature 
of a managed investment portfolio is common to both closed-end 
‘funds and mutual funds and, in most cases, their investment policies 
and objectives are quite similar. The principal difference between these 
jtwo types of funds lies in the way their shares are bought and sold. 
|Unlike mutual funds, a closed-end fund has a fixed number of 
outstanding shares. New issues are possible in the same way as new 
issues of any corporate shares are possible. However, the closed-end 
fund does not stand ready to issue new shares on demand nor to 
\edeem its shares from the public. Shares of closed-end funds may be

purchased only from existing shareholders and if a person wishes to 
dispose of the shares, he must sell to another investor, usually through 
the facilities of the stock exchanges. When an investment corporation 


exists primarily to gain control and provide management, it 1s

| The underwriting function involves the acquisition of new or 
rimary securities issues from governments and corporations requiring 
dditional capital fugds and the distribution of these same securities 
) the public, mainly financial institutions and large corporations. 
arge underwritings are generally carried out through an underwrit- 
ig syndicate consisting of the underwriter and other investment 
2alers and often chartered banks. 


Once underwritten and distributed, securities are traded in the 
condary markets or what is commonly referred to as the “‘over- 
€-counter” market but in essence this is an over the telephone 
arket. Under this trading function, the investment dealers, generally 
ting as principals again, accumulate and maintain an inventory of 
curities of various types and maturity and thereby facilitate the 


ading in securities. 


| A few of the investment dealers have developed and are 
aintaining a highly sophisticated money market in Canada. In return 
r obtaining a line of credit from the Bank of Canada, these money 
arket dealers are committed to undertake the jobbing function of 
aintaining an inventory of money market securities. The main money 
arket instruments include treasury bills, government bonds under 3 
ars, sales finance companies’ notes, commercial paper, bankers

Sociétés de placement a capital fixe 


Ce groupe comprend les sociétés de placement qui gérent un 
portefeuille diversifié de valeurs mobili¢res, composé surtout d’actions 
ordinaires, et qui ne cherchent pas a contréler ou 4 gérer les affaires des 
sociétés dont elles détiennent les actions en portefeuille.

Courtiers en valeurs mobilieres 


Ce groupe se compose des membres de |’Association canadienne des 
courtiers en valeurs mobiliéres. Ces courtiers jouent le réle principal lors des 
transactions des valeurs mobiliéres des administrations publiques et des 
sociétés. 


La souscription comporte |’acquisition d’émissions nouvelles ou 
primaires de valeurs des administrations publiques et des sociétés qui ont 
besoin de capitaux additionnels et la diffusion de ces valeurs dans le public, 
surtout aux institutions financiéres et aux grandes sociétés. Les souscriptions 
importantes s’effectuent généralement par |’intermédiaire d’un syndicat de 
garantie se composant du syndicataire et d’autres courtiers en valeurs 
mobiliéres et souvent de banques a charte. 


Ces deux opérations une fois effectuées, les valeurs sont négociées 
sur les marchés secondaires ou ce qu’on appelle communément “‘le marché 
hors bourse’’, mais en réalité, les transactions se font par téléphone. Aux 
termes de cette fonction commerciale, les courtiers en valeurs mobiliéres, 
qui jouent généralement le réle principal une fois de plus, accumulent et 
tiennent un inventaire des divers types de valeurs et de leurs échéances 
respectives, en facilitant ainsi le commerce.

Investment dealers finance their money market inventories 
chiefly with day-to-day loans from chartered banks and their under- 
writing and trading activities with collateral loans from banks, other 
financial institutions, large industrial corporations, and by using 
customer credit balances. 


While the market for bonds and money market securities is 
centered with the investment dealers, the market for corporations 
shares is centered with the stock exchanges which are formed by stock 
brokers. Under this function the stock broker normally acts as agent 
in the execution of ‘‘buy”’ and “‘sell’’ orders for shares of a specific 
corporation. Where possible, these brokerage activities of investment 
dealers are excluded from this industry group.
